His early morning death was anticipated by his doctors, who notified his family of 
his losing battle for life about midnight Friday. 

Dr. Paullin said the Governor-Elect had spoken little during his last days before he 
lapsed into unconsciousness Friday and his last words were not known. 


Members pf the Talmadge fam- 
ily said the Governer-Elect appar- 
ently realized his serious condition 
and talked little in order to con- 
serve his strength. 


Members of the Talmadge 
family. returned to McRae last | 
night. 

The acute hepatitis was compli- 
cated by an already damaged liv- 
er, since Gov.-Elect Talmadge un- 
knowingly had suffered from cir- 
rhosis of the liver for several years, 
Dr. Paullin said. 


Blood plasma was given Gov.- 


was stricken with the acute liver | 
ailment. Plasma containing a jaun- 
dice virus could have caused the 
liver condition, Dr. Paullin said, 
but added that this is only one of 
many possibilities. 

This possibility, he commented, 
is theoretical and without scien- 
tific proof. 

First stricken in early October 
while on a vacation in Florida, the 
Governor-Elect had received treat- 
ment in a Jacksonville hospital 
and later in Atlanta. He was dis- 
missed from the Atlanta hospital 
shortly before Thanksgiving. Just 
after Thanksgiving Day, he was 
returned to the hospital here for 
further treatment because of a 
mild relapse. 

Until last Sunday he had shown 
steady improvement. That night 
he suffered a gastro-intestinal. up- 
set. Wednesday he developed a 
temperature and early Thursday 
hemorrhages began again. A trans- 
fusion was administered and he 
rallied to some extent. But com- 
plications became more serious 
and death followed. 

Mrs, Talmade; his son, Herman, 
and his two daughters, Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Kimbrough and Mrs, 
Charles Smyly, were among rela- 
tives at the hospital when he died, 

The body will lie in state from 
1 until 5 p. m. today at the State 
Capitol and funeral services will 
be held in McRae at 2 p. m. tomor- 
row. Burial will be there. 

Designated Governor by the 
Democratic voters last July after 
the most intensive campaign of 
his long and stormy career, Tal- 
madge was to have taken office 
next Jan, 14 for his fourth term. 

The illness from which he died 
came upon him last October while 
he was resting from the strenuous 
campaign and prevented him from 
receiving the honors planned for 
him by the State Democratic Con- 
vention in Macon in the latter 
part of October. 

This Convention, however, was 
one hamed by him, and the dele- 
gates backed him in every pledge 
he had made during his campaign 
and were particularly emphatic in 
vowing to help him preserve the 
white primary in Georgia poli- 
tics.

Files for State Commissioner Race in 1926 


It was 1926 when Talmadge came from his farm on Sugar 
Creek to file his entry in the race for State Commissioner of 
Agriculture. 


He had married and settled down there after meeting a hand- 


some young widow whose courage, hard work 1nd business sa- 


gacity had attracted him while he traveled through the country 
as a horse, mule and stock trader. She was Mrs. Matilda Peter- 
son, widowed and with a child, John Peterson, to raise. 


It was largely .on her judgment that he depended in those 
days in business affairs. He carried it over into politics. It was 
only when he went contrary to it that he went badly into political 
error. She was, he used to say, his “wool hat guinea pig.” It 
was on her that he tried out many of his ideas. Every politician 
close to Talmadge knew that about “Miss Mitt.” 


So, in 1926, he came out for office against J. J. Brown, Com- 


missioner of Agriculture, and the guiding hand in. the slickest 
political machine in modern Georgia. 

In one tumultuous, furious debate he spoke himself into an 
ecstacy of Watson's fire and style as he remembered it from his 
student days and from the indelible memory of watching Watson 
speak. Employing, even, many of Watson’s phrases, he punctured 
the Brown balloon. 


A Dominant Figure on a Political Stage 


Since that time he was a dominant figure, almost always THE 
dominant figure, on Georgia’s political stage. 

In the span of 20 years, from the time he first sought and won 
the agriculture post, he was a candidate for office every time 
the people went to the polls in a general primary election. 

was elected Commissioner in 1926; re-elected in 1928 and 


was elected Governor in 1932. 
was re-elected in 1934. 
was defeated for the United States Senate in 1936. 
was defeated again for the Senate in 1938. 
was elected Governor in 1940. 
defeated for Governor in 1942. 
elected Governor in 1946. 
his three defeats were crushing ones. In 1936, Sen. 
Russell took more than 150 counties. His stand against the State 
school system, with the consequent discrediting of the system, 
led to his defeat by Ellis G. Arnall in 1942. It was a substantial 
defeat in the county unit system, even though the Talmadge 
popular vote was large and there was not too much margin in 
the number of counties carried. 


Stand on School System Led to His Defeat 


His stand on the school system, a stand he later admitted was 
a mistake, was the chief factor in his heavy defeat. His race 


against the veteran Sen. George in 1938 was a sensational one in 
which he almost defeated the veteran Senator. A great campaign 
fund was spent to defeat Talmadge. He went to his death believ- 
ing the election was stolen from him. 

It was this belief which led him to sponsor introduction of 
additional laws to “strengthen” and “protect” the ballot in Geor- 
gia’s primaries—the same laws he proposed to have the Legisla- 
ture of 1947 abolish as necessary to preserve a white primary. 

He was something of a political miracle in that the defeats 
never hurt him, but seemed, instead, to give him more political 
resiliency. 

Those who predicted his political death sever quite realized 
that the Ishmaelite from Sugar Creek proved the old adage that 
a burnt child fears the fire. He never twice attacked an adversary 
who had bested him. 


Made Friends of Them When Road Got Rough 


Not only did he leave them severely alone, but he often man- 
aged to make friends of them and get help from them when the 


road got rough. 

J. J. Brown, who was greatly embittered after his shocking 
defeat in 1926, never returned to Georgia politics until he did so 
as a public supporter of Eugene ‘Talmadge. 

Columbus Roberts, one of those defeated by Talmadge in 
1940, remained out of politics until he, too, reappeared as a Tal- 
madge supporter. 

Former Gov. Tom Hardwick, John Holder, of Commerce: Abit 
Nix, of Athens, whom Talmadge bested in gubernatorial pri- 
maries, all appeared later as friends. So did Lawrence Camp, th 
Roosevelt choice in the Senate race in 1938. 

Of all his opponents, only Judge Claud Pittman, of Carters- 
ville, whom Talmadge defeated in 1934, remained an implacable 
foe. Oddly enough, he was once a sergeant in Talmadge ganks,

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No appropriations could be drawn until the Governor approved 
the budget. 

Gov. Talmadge used this to oust enemies and to bring depart- 
ments under his control. Capt. James W. Barnett, of Athens, 
Highway Board Chairman, and W. C. Vereen, of Moultrie, were 
removed, the former by force exerted through the State Guard.

cials, led to Talmadge’s downfall in 1936. He had played his hand 
too far against the advice of “Miss Mitt.” 
He had developed a_ hostility toward President Roosevelt 


which his advisers were keeping from the public, though not 
without difficulty. 

As the 1935 session wore on, it became evident that Talmadge 
was listening to bad advice and considering running against Sen. 
Russell on an anti-Roosevelt basis and at the same time try to 
name a Governor. 


ivers Openly Splits With the Governor 


This did not meet with the ambitions or approval of Speaker 
E. D. Rivers, who had an ear to«the ground which didn’t hear 
what the Governor was hearing. Rivers openly split with the 
Governor. He blocked Talmadge proposals in the appropriation 
bill and the session ended without one. 


Rivers had hoped for a special session which he could use as 
a forum. Whatever Talmadge may have been hearing about 
Roosevelt’s unpopularity, he was not getting equally bad advice 
about Rivers’ plans. 


He announced there would be no special session and that he 
would run the State without an appropriation bill. Harrison and 
Hamilton declared the law required warrants, and once again the 
worried but loyal Adjutant General Lindley Camp had to bring out 
the Guard on orders from its commander and oust Hamilton and 
Harrison. Both literally were carried out. 

The people didn’t like it. They also didn’t like his criticism 
of Roosevelt. But the Ishmaelite stubbornness was too strong in 
him. When he refused to allow the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee to call a preferential primary, that hurt, tod. 

Rivers was active, making use of each error. The late Clark 
Howell maintained a campaign for a primary and the Governor 
at last agreed, but fixed the entrance fee at $50,000, another stub- 
born error. It promptly was put up, with Marion H. Allen, now 
Federal Collector of Internal Revenue, as the Roosevelt manager. 

The Talmadge forces withdrew, returning the money, and 
Talmadge refused to attend the Philadelphia convention. 

There was invented the slogan of the “Three R’s for Georgia— 
Roosevelt, Russell and Rivers.” 

They swept the State. 

The first epoch was ended. 

He was, said the experts, finished. But, two years later he all 
but defeated Sen. George and badly bested Lawrence Camp, whom 
the President had “anointed” as his choice in the effort to purge 
the senior Senator. He won in 1940, was defeated by another 
Ishmaelite error in 1942, and came back in 1946, 

Had he lived he would have spent more years in the Gover- 
more years in the governor’s chair, by far than any other man 
im Georgia history. No figure in the State’s long political history 
was so effective and so consistently in the forefront of the political 
scene as he. 

Another epoch has ended. 

The mantle falls on the shoulders of his son, Herman. His will 
be the task of holding the machine together. There are envious 
eyes watching and there are strong ambitions pulsing. 

It will be interesting to watch.

Highlights in his long career: ° 

1908—Graduated from the University of Georgia and began 
the practice of law in Atlanta. 

1909—Married Mrs. Mattie Thurmond Peterson. 

1912—Began active farming at McRae. 

1918—Became Solicitor of the McRae City Court. 

1920—Became Attorney for Telfair County, Georgia.

Assembly To Name Herman? 


The question of who would become Governor in event of 
Eugene Talmadge’s death before inauguration has been a matter 


Georgia’s gubernatorial election 
is not completed until the Legisla- 
ture counts the votes on Jan. 14, 
and because Eugene Talmadge can- 
not take office that day, it will be 
up to the General Assembly to 
pick a Governor. 

So say political leaders and le- 
gal experts who predict that the 
General Assembly will elect Her- 
man Talmadge to fill the post 
to which his father was named 
by the voters of the State. 

Here are this group’s conten- 
tions, as set down by one of its 
lawyers: 

The Constitution of Georgia 
adopted in 1945, as did the Con- 
stitution of 1877, as amended, pro- 
vides that elections for Governor 
shall be held on Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November quad- 
rennially at the usual place of 
holding elections in the several 
Counties of the State and in the 
manner prescribed for the election 
of members of the General Assem- 
bly, and that the electors shall be 
the same. Paragraphs 3 and 4 of 
Article V, Section I, of the Con- 
stitution of 1945 which immediate- 
ly follow the constitutional provi- 
sion concerning the time of the 
elections are as follows: 

“Paragraph III. Returns of 
Elections—The returns for every 
election of Governor shall be seal- 
ed up by the managers, separate- 
ly from other returns, and directed 
to the President of the Senate and 
Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and transmitted to the 
Secretary of State, who shall, 
without opening said _ returns, 
cause the same to be laid before 
the Senate on the day after the 
two houses shall have been or- 
ganized, and they shall be trans- 
mitted by the Senate to the House 
of Representatives. 

“Paragraph IV. How Returns 
Published—The members of each 
branch of the Genéral Assembly 
shall convene in the Representa- 
tives’ Hall, and the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House 
of Representatives shall open and 
publish the returns in the presence 
and under the direction: of the 
General Assembly; and the per-

The provisions of paragraphs 3 
and 4 just quoted clearly consti- 
tute a part of the process and 
method of election; under them 
the election of a Governor is not 
complete until the General Assem- 
bly in joint session has canvassed 
the returns and declared the fe- 
sults. 

The correctness of this conclu- 
sion is amply supported by the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in 
Wood v. Arnall, 189 Ga. 362. In 
that case the court said: 


“For some purposes, the word. 


election may refer to the action of 
the voters in casting their ballots 
or expressing a choice. It may 
have different meanings, accord- 
ing to its context, and tHe purpose 
and intent with which it is em- 
ployed. See Harris v. Tucker, 54 
Ala. 205, 210; State ex rel. Nor- 
wood v. Nelson, 141 Minn. 499 
(169 N. W. 788). But the regular 
method of electing an attorney- 
general would include ascertain- 
ment and declaration of the result 
by the General Assembly.”

In 
that case the court definitely held 
that canvassing the returns and 
declaring the result is an essential 
part of the process of electing the 

vernor and that the election is 
not complete until that has been 
done. The same rule obtains in 
other jurisdictions. See 29 C. J. S., 
p. 325, Section 222; Steeves v. 
Town of New Market, 225 Iowa 
618, 281 N. W. 162; People v.. Cris- 
sey, 91 N. Y. 616. 


It seems .clear that under the 
quoted provisions of our Constitu- 
tion at this time the election of a 
Governor of Georgia to be inaug- 
urated by the next General As- 
sembly has not yet been com- 
pleted and the election will not be 
completed until the General As- 
sembly has canvassed returns and 
declared the results or elected a 
Governor. 


It is a well recognized legal 
principle that if during the course 
of an election and before it is com: 
pleted a candidate should die he 
cannot be declared elected and, of 
course, he could not be inaug- 
urated, 


It will be noted that Paragraph 
4 of Article V,‘Section I, of our 
Constitution provides that when 
the President of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House under 
the direction of the General As- 
sembly have opened and published 
the returns of the general elec- 
tion for Governor the General As- 
sembly shall declare the person 
having the majority of the whole 
number of votes duly elected Gov- 
ernor of the State; “but if no per- 
son shall have such majority, then 
from the two persons having the 
highest number of votes, who shall 
be in life, and shall not decline 
an election at the time appointed 
for the General Assembly to elect, 
the General Assembly shall imme- 
diately, elect a Governor viva 
voce;”’. 

Although the election of a Gov- 
ernor to be inaugurated in Jan- 
uary, 1947, has not yet been 
completed it is a matter of 
common knowledge that Eugene 
Talmadge received the highest 
number of votes at the general 
election held in November, 1946. 
If, however, he should not be in 
life at the time the General As- 
sembly meets as required by the 
Constitution and canvasses the re- 
turns for the purpose of declar- 
ing the results he could not be de- 
clared to be elected. And there 
would then be no person in life 
with a majority of the whole num- 
ber of votes. Should that be the 
case it seems perfectly clear un- 
der the Constitution it would be 
the duty of the General Assembly 
to proceed to elect a Governor 
viva voce from the two highest 
candidates (i. e., persons voted for 
at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1946) who were then in life 
and did not decline election. 

Of course, as between the two 
the General Assembly could 
choose either one and a majority 
of those present would be neces- 
sary to a choice. 

The evident purpose of the con- 
stitutional provision was to fol- 
low in general the provisions of 
the Constitution of the United 
States with reference to the elec- 
tion of a President and to prevent 
any possible failure of election. 
The language quoted above that 
the election shall be “from the 
two persons having the highest 
number of votes, who shall be in 
life, and shall not decline an elec- 
tion” was evidently intended to 
guard against any possible failure 
of election and to enable the Gen- 
eral Assembly to carry out the 
provisions found in Paragraph 2 
of Section 1 of Article V that the 
Governor-elect shall be installed 
in office at the next session of the 
General Assembly. .

FORSYTH, Dec. 21—News of 
the death of Eugene Talmadge 
was received with sadness here 
where he was born Sept. 23, 1882, 
and where he attended grammar 
and high school, going from here 
to the University of Georgia, | 
where he later graduated.

County, he began the practice of | 
law in Atlanta, later going to Mc- | 
Rae where he opened a law office | 
and married and reared his fam-. 
ily. 

His parents, the late Mr. and | 
Mrs, Thomas R. Talmadge, were 
long prominent citizens of For- | 
syth and took an active part in, 
civic affairs here and in Monroe 
County, Mr, Talmadge was long a 
member of the County Board of 
Education, and Mrs. Talmadge 
was active in the affairs of the 
Baptist Church and of women 
club activities.

But now it takes only a few 
hours for a “lime spreader,” a new- 
fangled gadget, attached to the 
rear of a truck, to accomplish the 
job and the cost to the farmers 
is nominal, thanks to Cliff Mize, 
a farm contractor, who lives at 
Douglasville. 

The “spreader” is simply a truck 
with four-wheel drive and a V- 
shaped body. The lime flows to- 
ward the rear of the truck and a 
pair of hoppers spin, throwing the 


lime high into the air, covering a

it up: “It’s been a long wait.” 


40 to 50-foot stretch on each side 
of the truck. It looks like a giant 
snow plow ripping through a bed 
of snow as it plows through the 
fields, spreading its white carpet 
over the lands, 


Mize is one of the first men in 


‘the State to take advantage of the 


broad “farm contracting” field. He 
has three of these “lime spread- 
ers” and he contracts with farm- 
ers for miles around Douglasville 
to “alkalize” their lands. 

For an individual farmer to pur- 
chase a lime spreader for his own 
use would be foolish folly. This 


| type “alkali” is not necessary but 
once every five years. But, through 
| Mize’s ingenuity, this service is 


now available at a nominal cost. 

Lime in sacks at the railsiding 
costs $4.15 a ton. If a farmer pur- 
chases the lime in this manner he 
must then haul it to his land and 
pay to have it spread. But Mize 
provides lime and the spreader, 
in addition to the hauling for 
$5.25 a ton, and the farmer gets 
$2.60 of this back in grants from 
the Agricultural Conservation Ad- 
ministration. 

The “lime spreader” has attract- 


'ed widespread attention from soil 


conservation leaders throughout 
the State. R. L. Johnson, vocation- 
al education teacher at Campbell 


|High School, Fairburn, and W, V. 


Bass, of the Federal Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, were out at The Con- 
stitution’s farm Wednesday when 
the “spreader” was covering the 
Iand with a mantel of white. 

“The Piedmont region is an acid 
soil region,” Bass commented, 
“and this machine is going to be 
a boon to the farmers who grow 
legumes. The lime neutralizes the 
acid and make almost every 
crop.”

“we cannot be beaten; we will 
never surrender.” 

Also from Yenan, Gen. Chou 
En-lai, No. 2 Communist and chief 
negotiator in the fruitless and now 
ruptured peace conference, said 
his forces were prepared to 
“launch an all-out strategic offen- 
sive in six months if the Govern- 
ent refused to return its troops to 
the positions of Jan. 13, when an 
ineffectual agreement was made. 

Chou held that Communist mili- 

tary strength was increasing and 
“we feel amply able to smash the 
Kuomintang (Government Party) 
offensives.” 
Chou claimed the+ Government 
forces had been greatly weakened 
in the past year of desultory fight- 
ing and that the major cities, such 
as Kalgan, which the Government 
has taken, have proved an em- 
barrassmeént due to the necessity 
of heavily garrisoning them, 

On the Government side, Gen. 
Li said, “The Communists have 
captured many of our cities since 
our cease-fire order went into 
effect six weeks ago. "

About 3,800 of the 5,740 fam- | 
ily dwellings started between | 
Jan. 1 and the end of October 
will be completed by the end of | 
the year, according to the Atlanta | 
offices of the U. S. Bureau of | 
Labor Statistics. This compares | 
with the previous record of 2,900 | 
houses and the 2,500-a-year pre-| 
war average. 

In addition, Harris P. Dawson, | 
BLS Regional Director, pointed | 
out that 575 were started in Octo- | 
ber, a considerable increase from 
the September figure of 525. The | 
survey figures, obtained from | 
building contractors and other 
sources, do not include publicly 
financed dwellings, dormitories or 
converted units and trailers, he 
said. 

Average construction cost of all 
dwelling units started in October 
is estimated by builders at $5,380 
as compared with $5,265 in Au- 
gust. This information is based | 
estimates of actual | 
construction costs, exclusive of} 
land and land improvements, and | 
should not be confused with sell- 
ing prices, Dawson cautioned. 

Construction of lower-cost hous- 
ing is on the downgrade, the sur- 
vey showed. Of the one-family 
houses started in October, only 
19 percent will cost less than 
$3,250 as opposed to 24 percent 
in August. Some 25 percent of 
the October homes will cost be- | 
tween $3,250 and $5,250, while 48 | 
percent will range from $5,250 up | 
to $10,750. | 

Contractors estimated that a 
little more than half of the units | 
covered by October permits would | 
be completed within three months | 
from the date construction was | 
started. In July, however, only 38 
percent were finished up within 
90 days. 

Easing of the uncertainties of 
supplies was seen in the fact that 
completion dates were unknown | 
in only 7 percent of dwelling | 
units started in October as com- | 


pared with 16 percent in July and 
10 percent in August. 

Houses are getting larger, too. 
In August, for example, permits 
showed that only 8 percent of 
the houses would have six rooms, 
while in October the figures had 
risen to 24 percent. Forty-nine 
percent of October houses will 
have five rooms and 16 percent 
four rooms, the survey indicated. 

These figures were amassed by 
the BLS to provide data on the 
progress of the Veterans’ Emer- 
gency Housing Program and to 
assist the construction industry

Fire Chief Styron yesterday an- 
nounced he will seek authority to 
force theaters; hotels and other 
public places in which crowds con- 
gregate to install flameproof fur- 
nishings throughout. 

City Council passed unanimous- 
ly an ordinance requiirng fire pa- 
trols of structures used as resi- 
dence buildings or institutions 
“harboring persons receiving, med- 
ical, charitable or other care or 
treatment.” 

tyron cited requirements of 
other cities of the nation in sup- 
port of his proposal, and said he 
will insist that all furnishings, in- 
cluding curtains, carpets or other 
paraphernalia be fireproofed in all 
places included in the ordinance 
epproval and in all theaters and 
public exhibitions or shows. 

“The time has come for us to 
take every possible insurance 
against the possibility of another 
tragic experience,” Styron said. “I 

hall ask the Atlanta Board of 
Firemasters, which supefvises the 
Fire Department, and the Mayor 
and Council: to stand behind us 
in the matter, and have every con- 
fidence that they will.” 

Council approved the ordinances 
submitted to it by the Fire Mas- 
ters without dissent after Council- 
man John A. White warned that 
if enforcement lags he will bring 
the matter to the attention of the 
Council. Under the new measure, 
enforcement will be under the di- 
rection of Styron and the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. 

Watchmen must be provided 
from 8 p. m. until 7 a. m, and 
rounds must be made at least 
every hour. Each round must be

quirements, and we must enforce 
the law,” White said. “I remem- 
ber that most of us were here in 
1938 when we passed emergency 
ordinances following the Terminal 
Hotel fire.

Totaling $5,000,000, the credit 
will be used within the next two 
years in financing Delta’s huge 
program of expansion now under 
way at the Municipal Airport to 
dovetail its facilities here, pur- 
chase additional planes and other 
equipment and to conduct research 
in new developments affecting the 
aircraft industry.

Re- 
cently a large credit was extend- 
ed to the Georgia Power Com- 
pany by a syndicate of banks to 
assist in financing its transporta- 
tion modernization program. 

The entire financing of the 
'Delta credit is being handled by 
banks located in the area of oper- 
ations of Delta Airlines. Thus the 
airline is making it possible for 
banks to put community money to 
work in the territory from which 
it derives its income, it was 
pointed out.

Some Unfinished 1946 Business| 


More than 7,500 new titles were 
published this year. A critic, by 
driving himself at top speed, can 
review approximately 250 books in 
ony length ef time—or one book 
n 30. 


Consequently every  conscien- 
tious book reviewer ends the year 
with a vague sense of guilt and a 
portfolio of unfinished business. 

Here are some of the things I 
wanted to do in 1946 and didn’t: 

I wanted to write a worthy 
farewell to Stephen Vincent Benet 
and call attention to his posthu- 
mous roundup of stories and 
poems, “The Last Circle.” 

I wanted to add a few laurels 
to the brow of Louis Kronenber- 
ger for editing the most civilized 
anthology of our time, “The Pleas- 
ure of Their Company.” 

Il wanted to congratulate Carl 
Van Doren and Car] Carmer for 
“American Scriptures”’—proof that 
the substance of a top radio pro- 
gram can be literature. 

I wanted to attempt a Gibbsian 
review of “Season in the Sun,” by 
Wolcott Gibbs, whose parodies are 
among the best in the language. 

I wanted to herald the appear- 
ance of two extremely important 
art books which are also signifi- 
cant Americana: Stefan Lorant’s 
“The New World” and Frances 
Lichten’s “Folk Art of Rural 
Pennsylvania.” 

Finally, I wanted to come to 
the defense of that unjustly ma-| 
ligned author and publisher, Ben- 
nett Cerf, whose public persecu- 
tion has gone far past the point 
of good, clean knifing and begins}. 
to approach character murder in 
the first degree. 

Mr. Cerf needs no defense for 
his role as publisher of an out- 
standing list of books through 
Random House and the Modern 
Library; nor do his unmalicious 
columns in the Saturday Review 
of Literature and elsewhere need 
defending. 

The charge that he has pur- 
loined gags and anecdotes for his 
joke books seems to me utterly 
ridiculous; that the charge comes 
from two columnists to whose col- 
umns most of the wits of New 
York make constant contributions 
makes the indictment doubly jp- 
credible. 

A little more literary back- 
ground and a wider knowledge of 
the processes of folklore might 
mellow Mr. Cerf’s critics. The 
American wise-crack is as much 
a “folk” product as the ballads 
collected by Carl Sandburg and 
the Lomaxes. You can’t copy- 
right the communal effort of the 
Kentucky hills or the New York 
saloons. Furthermore, “anything 
for a laugh”’—Mr. Cerf’s most re- 
cent collection of gay ephemera— 
is plastered with credits. 

Since all the parties involved 
live in glass houses, I would defi- 
nitely suggest that they put 
their slingshots away and send 
olive branches via the nearest 
copy boy.

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Eugene Talmadge 


As the dawn of Dec. 21, 1946, came 
through rain-washed skies, Eugene Tal- 
madge, Governor-Elect of Georgia, peace- 
fully passed from a life which for him had 
been often turbulent, always exciting, 
into eternity. 

When this spectacular but often puz- 
zling and frequently contradictory per- 
sonality ceased to be, he already was a 
legendary and almost fabulous character. 

Few men have lived’so intensely as he. 
And the proof of it is that while his whole 
political life waS packed into a brief 20 
vears, 
will seem that he always has been on the 
political stage. 

Yet, it was but 20 years ago, July 4, 
1926, that a sun-tanned, intense young 
man stood on a platform at McRae, Ga., 
brushing back a lock of unruly hair that 
was to become one of his several trade- 
marks, flinging burring invectives and 
shouting, “Lay on, and damned be he who 
first cries, ‘Hold, enough’.” 

He was running for Commissioner of 
Agriculture against J: J. Brown, chief of 
the most efficient political machine Geor- 
gia had ever seen... at that time. The 
brash voung Talmadge who beat Brown 
in that campaign went on to the Gover- 
nor’s chair, becoming, in time, the most 
figure ‘n Georgia politics 
since the days of Watson. 

If he had a political Achilles heel none 
ever found it. There were times when 
they said of him, “This defeat has fin- 
ished him for good.” But when the patient 
old man with the scythe came for him 
vesterday he was Governor-Elect for the 
fourth time and his opposition was de- 
pressed by the measure of his strength. 

He was Governor first in 1932. Since 
that time there has been no State pri- 
mary election in which Georgians have 
not had to vote for or against Eugene 
Talmadge for either Governor or United 
States Senator. 

He was re-elected Governor in 1934. 
That year found him at the peak of his 
political strength. He all but 
Power creates the desire 
for more, as he himself once commented, 
rather wryly, and in 1936 he attempted his 
most ambitious, and perhaps his most un- 
wise political coup. This was to become 
United States Senator and to name his 
own candidate for Governor. He was 
soundly defeated, largely because he had

to most Georgians living today it | 
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made the error of assuming the people 
had turned against the national adminis- 
tration. 

“That finished him,” was the verdict. 

Two years later he almost defeated 
the veteran senior Senator Walter George. 
In 1940 he was elected Governor with tre- 
mendous public support which, in a stub- 
born effort to tamper with the Univer- 
sity System, he shortly dissipated. But 
characteristically, he never _ relented, 
though the unpopularity of his action wad 
readily apparent. Pitching his bid for re- 
election on the issue, he was beaten by 
a relative newcomer in one of the hard- 
est-fought campaigns of his stormy career. 

And again, the pundits declared: “Tal- 
madge is finished.... ” 

Yet he died but a few days away from, 
his inauguration as Governor of Georgia 
for a four-year term. And his political 
strength, which passes on in measure yet 
to be determined to his son, is perhaps 
enough to make the latter Governor in 
his father’s place if the courts, when asked 
for a decision, declare it the Legislature’s 
duty to name the Chief Executive. 

The Atlanta Constitution has often 
opposed Eugene Talmadge vigorously. 

We frequently disagreed with his ob- 
jectives, 

Yet always the inevitable bitterness of 
such political disagreements was kept 
within the political arena. 

It never extended to the personal. 

There was mutual respect of personali- 
ties and of the fighting strength of each. 

Though we had spear-headed the bit- 
ter ficht against him, he came by The 
Constitution office last primary election 
night, not to gloat but to talk over the 
campaign. “You boys had me worried,” 
he said. “It would have been worth 20 
counties to have had The Constitution on 
my side.” 

Assuredly he had courage, ability and 
the strength of his own convictions, how- 
ever others might dissent from them. 

And he had, too, what many others lack, | 
the rare asset of binding men to him in 
fanatical loyalty which no amount, of po- 
litical enmity from the always fierce oppo- 
sition could shake loose. 

Few men have that. 


The Constitution joins with thousands — 


of Georgians in sending sincere sympathy 
to the family. The Georgia scene will 
seem strange and empty without him.

Memories 
Of Georgia Politics 


It was but a few weeks after the close of the 
gubernatorial campaign and election of 1942. 
IO: This campaign had been an unusually bitter 
one and it had fallen to my lot to fight in it and to be a part of the 
furious give and take of battle. 

The telephone rang and a voice said: 

“Is that you, Ralph?” 

“VYoo.":% gaia, “It: is.” 

“You don’t know who this is, do you?” 

“IT don’t believe I do”—I began, trying desperately to identify 
the voice which sounded most familiar, yet which wouldn't fall 
into the proper notch of memory—and then it came to me. 

“Sure, I do, Governor,” I said, “I just wasn’t expecting to hear 
from you, I guess.” 

“T want you to come over and see me,” he said. 

I said I would be glad to and we fixed the time for an hour later. 
Vi it I went to the Talmadge office in the William-Oliver Build- 

1$1 _ ing. The fires of the campaign still were smoldering, and 
o his secretary refused to speak. He was standing in the door 
0. his office, grinning at both of us. 

After a few remarks about the campaign, and his analysis and 
explanation of some of his moves, a statement I do not yet feel 
privileged to reveal, he came to the point. 

“For a long time,” he said, “I have been gathering material 
about life. I am not vain about it, but I want it written and I 
have come to the conclusion, after talking it over with others, that 
you are the man to write it.” 

“Governor,” I said, “I am sincerely complimepted. 
But I am not the man to do it.” 

“I’ve already thought of the title,” he said, grinning, but very 
serious. ;' 

“What is it?” 

“We'll call it ‘The Life of Eugene Talmadge, by His Enemy, 
Ralph McGill’.” 

“Governor,” I said, “I am against you, but I am not your per- 
sonal enemy.” 

“IT know that,” he said, “but the title sure would sell a lot of 
books.” And we both laughed. 

“Well,” I said, “I am going to England in a few weeks and I 
just can’t do it. You wouldn’t want me to start and then get hit 
by a bomb over there and not be able to finish ‘it.” 

So the book was written by someone else.

Ch { There was another chapter. A few months ago I talked 
ap er with him again. He was preparing to do his own book. 
It was to be a story of politics and was to contain his own ideas 
about political campaigning. I wish most profoundly that book 
had been written. He also wanted me to tackle again the story of 
his life and we discussed that. e 

“You know,” he said, “what I really wanted to be?” 

“No,” I said, “and I am curious to know.” 

“A newspaperman and a writer,” he said. 
wanted to be a lawyer or a politician.” 

“Well,” I said, ‘there areia lot of persons who wish you had never 
been a politician, or at least so good a one.” oe 

Hé laughed. He was proud of his ability as a politician. He also 
felt there was a sort of destiny about him, and maybe there was. 
Talks I had, between 1936 and the time of.his passing, several 

conversations with him. Politics and the personalities in 
it long have held more fascination for me than any other subject. 
There is nothing I enjoy more than a hard slam-bang political 
fight. I had to learn that and I learned in a hard school which made 
Georgia politics, however bitterly fought, seem rather mid. That 
was the long, Tennessee political, gun-toting feud between the 
Stahlmans and the Leas. I learned, too, that a polite political 
campaign was entirely ineffective. 

But the most valuable lesson I learned was that if you‘ get in 
mud—you will get muddy—and if you do get muddy it is a mis- 
take to try to scrape it off. That only smears it. Let it dry and it 
will fall off, because it isn’t real. It is just political mud. He felt 
that way, too. We threw a lot of truth and mud, but when it was 
done we could still differ as much as ever on principles, yet meet 
with mutual respect. 


“IT never really 


Obiective That explains what a lot of persons have told me they 
] never understood—how, when a bitter Talmadge cam- 
paign was done. I could write objectively of him and meet and talk 
with him. He had learned the same lesson long béfore I had. It 
explains, too, why after the hard-fought campaign of the recent 
Summer, he could come by The Constitution office for a friendly 
talk. He believed we-.were honest in our fight, although he be- 
lieved us wrong. He didn’t think there was any ulterior motive. 
So he came for a talk of the campaign. 

The strange thing about the real politician—which a lot of per- 
sons never understand—is that he is, in his non-campaign talks, a 
lot more truthful and honest than the Johnny-come-lately reformer 
type. . 

A politician lives by keeping his promises to others in politics. 
That explains why some sensational personalities have appeared in 
politics through the years, only to fizz and fade out. 


I know that it was Tom Watson who gave him his early 
inspiration. Once John Monaghan, who had roomed 
with him at college, took me out to the Governor’s Mansion. That 
was, as I recall, in 1941. We talked a long time and then I said, 
Pherae a! I’ve always believed Tom Watson was your early inspi- 
ration.” 

He shook his head, doubtfully. 

“It was, too,” said Mr. Ménaghan. “I remember you walking 
up and down that room at Athens repeating his speeches, word for 
word and gesture for gesture.” 

The Governor laughed. 

“I walked 10 miles once to hear him speak,” he said. 

And that was all. 

He was a puzzling man. But fires burned in him. And he had 
what few men are given, the ability to pull people to him, to make 
fanatic friends and fierce enemies. ‘Never to have seen a Talmadge 
crowd, on which he could play as Kreisler plays his violin, was to 
have missed something in politics. It will seem strange without 
him and any fight that may come again will lack zest and, yes, fun.

Mans Rights, Vs. 
Property Values 


It is, obviously, absurd to assume that human 
rights and property values are necessarily in 
conflict. In fact, human rights are so _ inex- 
with property rights .that the @wo are largely 
dependent upon each other. 


Nevertheless it has for long seemed to me that man’s progress, 
as we have witnessed it, has resulted from the growing realization 
that, where the two values, humanity and property, do conflict, 
the Sea must, in justice, always surrender before the greater 
need. 

We are accustomed to thinking of the Victorian Age in England 
as a sort of quiet, prudish, narrowminded but withal decent period 
in history. That for hundreds of thousands of unfortunates who 
lived in the cities of England just one century ago, life was lit- 
erally a prolonged hell, is more near the truth. 


sta ‘* As this is written I have about half read 

Forlorn Sunset a book whose author is one Michael Sad- 
lier. His book is titled “Forlorn Sunset” and it is published by 
Farrar, Straus and Co., of New York. 

It is, actually, an analysis, a word picture, of the worst areas 
in London in the period of approximately 1840-70. There is a 
story, but it is the description of the hellish slums beyond West- 
minster Bridge, around Waterloo, and in other socially diseased 
spots, that makes the book worth reading. 

Did you know that, in those days, the common and revealing 
name of “Waterloo,” among street strollers and tavern habitues, 
was “Whoreterloo?” 

Large areas of London were human jungles so revolting it is 
difficult to believe public opinion would have countenanced such 
cesspools of depravity built upon shocking poverty. 

It was not, contrary to our belief today, “absentee owners” of 
the land who were to blame. The laws were so confusing that 
the actual owner of the land on which these human warrens were 
built was powerless to do anything about it. There were “lessees,” 
“builders,” “sub-builders,” “tenants,” and “renting tenants” and 
many other varieties of profit-takers in the pie. 


: Some people tried to improve the lot of the un- 
Some Tried fortunates who lived in these cesspools. An oc- 
casional minister made intelligent effort to reach his pitiful parish- 
oners and help them to help themselves, 

The net impression from the book is that Victorian London 
was a frightful sort of a place once you left the main arteries of 
trade and of the better residential areas. Square mile after square 
mile of slums unfit for cattle, let alone for their human occupants, 
were there and the reason nothing was done was because the 
forces in contsol of vice were too powerful and the profits from 
their actiyities too great. 

We have, we all know, slum areas today. Bad as they are, 
though, they are far, far better than the slum and vice districts 
The world is learning, even though slowly, to put 
human rights first. And the lesson, at the end, is that by so doing 
property values are enhanced. 

The two interests, human and property, must work together to 
wipe out the last social disease spot. Then we can read such books 
as “Forlorn Sunset” as interesting history, but without self-conscious 
shame concerning evils we have not cured.

Since the Pardon and Parole Board issues 
paroles on a basis of merit anti probability of 
rehabilitation, Georgia does not give her pris- 

oners any Christmas pardons. Prison officials are, however, make 
ing plans to provide Christmas programs for the inmates of Tatt- 
nall State Prison. A Christmas dinner will be served, a movie will 
be shown and the chaplain will be in charge of religious services 
in the State Prison near Reidsville. Up at Rome, in the new 
honor institution for juvenile prisoners, the American Legion and 
civic clubs are planning to put up a Christmas tree and give presents 
to the boys. You remember that a bunch of those boys escaped 
shortly after they were transferred to this honor institution. Well, 
all of the escapees have written an apology to State Director of Cor- 
rections Charles Williams and expressed appreciation to him for 
not letting their action disturb the operation of this honor camp. 
One of the escapees explained his running as involuntary. He said 
that after you serve awhile in prison, the main thing you want 
to do is to get out. You begin to think of ways to get out. That 
is all vou think about.

John D. Clark, now has made its 
first report to the President. While 
there was much emphasis on its 
rather Vague forecasts of the im- 
mediate and long-time future pros- 
pects, of more significance is the 
Council’s definition of its own 
functions and philosophy. For it 
is a new departure in government. 

For the first time, the enabling 
act and the machinery set up un- 
der it recognize officially that the 
Government, as such, has a re- 


sponsibility of its own, in co-oper- 


ation with other groups and pri- 
vate agencies, it is true. This re 
sponsibility is to keep economic 
forces in proper adjustment so 
that the economy will be healthy 
and stable and to promote condi- 


Government a more active role of 
leadership in dealing with matters 
which affect the nation’s economic 
life.” 


It has been customary in recent 
years, as the report points out in 
connection with the 1921 and 1929 
depressions, for the Government to 
step in with a program of its own.

CHICAGO, Dec. 21—(UP)— 
Tipsters for gamblers, watch 
every major college football team 
in practice and furnish informa- 
tion to a nationwide gambling 
syndicate which makes book on 
major games, Maurice J. Walsh, 
Umited States District Attorney, 
said this week. 

Information furnished by the 
“scouts,” Walsh said, was the 
basis for odds and points set on 
“narlay cards” by the syndicate, 
and distributed to the public for 
betting purposes. 

He said the point system would 
tend to make football stars sus- 
ceptible to approach by gamblers, 
as two or three stars on one team 
could reduce their winning mar- 
gin without throwing the game 
and without affecting their record. 

Walsh said that as yet no viola- 
tions of Federal law had been un- 
covered, but he charged gamblers 
have been “all too active’ on col- 
lege campuses and have been ob- 
taking bets beneath the 


He estimated that the gambling 
syndicate had reaped profits of 
$25,000,000 during the past season 
from operation of a nation-wide 
betting syndicate. 

His figure, however, was chal- 
lenged by Virgil Peterson, Secre- 
tary of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission, who said $25,000,000 was 
“conservative.”

Time and again in the conflict’s 
early years, the Navy said, inter- 
Allied differences of opinion and

Fortunately, the report said, the 
Allies finally emanaged to correct 
their more glaring errors while 
the Japanese went on making mis- 
takes of their own. 


Among other things, the report 
revealed that if a single VU. S. 
plane or ship as early’ as Dec, 5, 
1941, had intercepted the Japan- 
ese task force headed for Pear! 
Harbor, the enemy would have 
turned back and that disaster to 
American arms would have been 
averted. , 

Compiled by the Navy Analysis 
Division of the Strategic Bombing 
Survey, the 390-page review was 
interwoven with hitherto secret 
Japanese plans and reports begin- 
ning with the B@arl Harbor oper- 
ation and concluding with a sui- 
cidal scheme for defense of Japan. 
GLARING ERRORS CITED 

The review brought into the 
open the differences of opinion be- 
tween Allied military leaders, 
glaring tactical errors at Savo Is- 
land, Guadalcanal and Kiska, and 
inadequate Army-Navy co-ordina- 
tion. 

The analysis hit hard at the 
“differences in national attitudes” 
which appeared when American, 
British, Dutch and Australian 
forces were lumped under Gen- 
eral Sir Archibald Wavell’s com- 
mand early in 1942. 

“Each nation retained control of 
its own forces and employed them 
in its own interest,” the Navy 
said. 

“This practice prevented full 
use of combat ships for strikes 
against Japanese amphibious 
‘forces which advanced through the 
Celebes rapidly and at small cost.” 

In the “disastrous battle” of 
Savo Island, the report said the 
heavy Cruisers Canberra, Quincy, 
Vincennes and Astoria were lost 
“as the result of fatigue, lack of 
proper precautions and confusion” 
in relaying messages between the 
Allies. 

SAME MISTAKE TWICE 

The Navy said it made the same 
mistake twice in the battles of 
Guadalcanal and Cape Esperance 
—embarking the officer in com- 
mand on the cruiser San Fran- 
cisco which had obsolete radar 
equipment. 

“While maneuvering to fire tor- 
pedoes and to avoid collisions (at 
Guadalcanal), the United States 
force became scattered and disor- 
ganized . . and ships occasion- 
ally fired into each other,” the 
analysis said. This happened, it 
added, because of the San Fran- 
cisco’s poor search gear. 

The Navy also admitted it was 
completely tricked by the Japa- 
nese when they withdrew 5,100 
troops from Kiska in the Aleutians 
on July 22, 1943, and U. S. ships 
and planes were still bombarding 
Kiska after the Japanese had left. 

When 34,000 Canadian and 
United States troops finally as- 
saulted Kiska, the Japanese had 
been gone 23 days, the analysis 
said. 

CRACK AT ARMY 

In the successful battle of Mid- 
way, the Navy said a flight of 
Army B-17s reported sinking a 
“cruiser.” But “the ‘cruiser’ was 
a United States submarine which 
hastily submerged when the first 
bombs fell off her bow,” the re- 
view disclosed. 

As the war progressed, co-ordi- 
nation among the Allies and be- 
tween the Army and Navy im- 
proved to the point where many 
Japanese felt in June, 1944, that 
they already had lost the war. 

Acknowledged Japanese errors 
included failure to adopt suicide 
tactics earlier in the war, the at- 
tempt to extend the empire too far 
too soon, and waiting “until it 
was too late” to move essential in- 
dustries underground.

‘Taps for Fort Oglethorpe 
istinguished Record 


FORT OGLETHORPE, Dec. 21. 
(P)—When “taps” is sounded at 
Fort Oglethorpe Dec. 31 the cur- 
tain will ring down on an Army 
Post that has served with distinc- 
tion through three wars. 


On Jan. 1 this 810-acre Georgia 
Fort in the shadow of historic 
Lookout Mountain will pass into 
the hands of the War Assets Ad- 
ministration to do with as it may 
choose, 


Fort Oglethorpe, which during 
its 48-year life span served as a 
Calvary Post, a Tank and Jee 
Experiment Station, and a WA 
Center, is located ‘eight miles 
south of Chattanooga, Tenn., in a 
rolling countryside whose princi- 
pal industry is dairy farming. 


The Post came into being in 
February, 1898, under the name of 
Camp Thomas. Cavalrymen were 
needed hurriedly to fight in the 
Spanish-American War and the 
National Park Service leased a 
strip of land in 5,620-acre Chicka- 
mauga Park to the War Depart- 
ment for use as an Army Post. 


The Camp was named for Gen. 
George Thomas, who commanded 
a Confederate Army in the bloody 
Battle of Chickamauga during the 
War Between the States. Gen: 
Theodore Baldwin became the 
Camp’s first commander. 


Approximately 80,000 men 
trained there during the Spanish- 
American War. A typhoid fever 
epidemic broke out on the Post 
shortly after it opened, but the 
Army successfully fought the dis- 
ease. 

In 1902 the Seventh Cavalry re- 
turned from Cuba and was sta- 
tioned at the military establish- 
ment. 

Then in 1904 the War Depart- 
ment sent Capt. H. J. (Blackjack) 
Slocum and Gen, S. D. Rocken- 
bach to Camp Thomas to establish 
a Fort. They chose a site border- 
ing Chickamauga Park on the 
north. 

.The Fort was built at a cost of 
$1,000,000 under the direction of 
Capt. Slocum and Capt. Howard 
French, Fort Oglethorpe at Savan- 
nah was abandoned by the Army 
and this new North Georgia Post 
was given the name, which was in 
honor of Georgia’s founder, James 
Oglethorpe. 

In 1908 the Seventh Cavalry 
left the Post and was replaced by 


j}the Eleventh Cavalry which re- 


mained there until the outbreak 
of World War I. 

Fort Oglethorpe made its first 
valuable contribution to mech- 
anized war in 1917.

He was Al Jolson, then 
acclaimed the King of Broadway en- 
tertainers. 

Al was 24 years older than Ruby, 
but in 1928, when she was 18, she 
became the third Mrs. Al Jolson. 

There was no thought of giving 
up a stage career for this marriage. 

A few months after the ceremony 
Ruby was doing the title number in 
“Whoopee” with the star, Eddie Can- 
tor~ That is, she had the role until 
one day she got a telegram from Al 
demanding that she leave the show. 

Like a dutiful wife she left, but 
she was hurt and puzzled. 

A trip to Hollywood with Jolson, 
where she broke into the movies and 
starred in a series of musical hits, 
didn’t supply the happiness Ruby al- 
ways had looked forward to having. 

She lived in a beautiful house in 
Encino, but it wasn’t really a home. 
There were no children, There wasn't 
even complete companionship with 
her husband; conflicting: careers 
caused many separations. 

The desire to escape began to gnaw. 

Even the adoption of a little boy, 
Al, Jr., couldn’t salvage the marriage 
the world called “perfect.” The coupie 
loved the child, but Mrs. Lowe says 
she and Jolson had neither friends nor 
‘interests in common. 

Ruby, who once had envied home- 
makers, spent most of her time at 
Hollywood’s Lakeside Country Club. 
She became one of California’s lead- 
ing women golfers. 

That was just another kind of 
fame, and not the answer to Ruby’s 
peace of mind.

Ruby got a divorce in 1940, charg- 
ing mental cruelty and alleging that 
Jolson’s constant ridicule gave her an 
inferiority complex. 3 

Taking her adopted son, the dis- 
illusioned star moved to North Holly- 
wood and drifted away from her film- 
colony friends. Again, she tried to 
lose herself in her excellent golf. 

Strangely enough, it was through 
golf that she found herself. 

One night at a dinner party in the 
home of one of her companions of the 
greens, Ruby met John Lowe. There

was no love.-at-first-sight romance, but 
the disheartened woman found that 
this handsome member of a wealthy 
Pasadena family shared many of her 
interests.

When Jolson heard of the likely 
match he poured out his heartache 
all the way from New York to Holly- 
wood. Even cynics conceded, “The 
guy is really hurt.” 

Ruby married John Lowe in 1941 
and then came the war. 

John Lowe became a Navy lieu- 
tenant, and plans for a future home 
and life together weré limited to brief 
periods on leave. Ruby, like millions 


of other American women, waited 


and prayed for peace. 

Last year the couple bought their 
dream home, a roomy, bright, Mon- 
terey-style house surrounded by 
orchards and chickens. In it there is 
a spacious nursery for their three 
children: Teresa, who ig three; little 
Christine Ann, not quite two, and 
baby John III. 

There is plenty of time for com- 
panionship between Ruby and her 
gentleman-rancher husband. The three 
children—and Al, the adopted son— 
have ample care and love from their 
mommie, and only once has Ruby 
stepped out of her cherished role as 
rural housewife. 

That was to take what probably 
was her last fling at the movies. 

One might say this was a char- 
itable act, for old time’s sake, were 
it not for the fact that Ruby collected 
a neat $25,000. She acted as an ad- 
viser in the production of the film, 
“The Jolson Story.”

HEY are not glamour girls!

From the late Dr. Harvey Cush- 
ing, their father, they learned devo- 
tion to duty. Surgery was Dr. Cush 
ing’s absorbing interest and he had 
no inclination for social life.

From her, too, they acquired that 
often overlooked charm, a_e solt 
spoken, melodious voice. 

They studied hard, went to danc 
ing school.

The girls, their two brothers, Wil. 
liam and Henry, their mother and 
father formed a close-knit family. 
Hard to find anything in this con- 
servative backvround to indicate that 
one of the girls would be a famous 
hostess in the ‘Tuxedo Park set, an- 
other bedecked with jewels and mis- 
tress of some of the most famous 
estates in the country, while the eld 
est would sail the world in one of the 
largest yachts afloat, the Nourmahal. 

Dr. Cushing’s devotion to surgery 
left hrm little leisure, but he did 
find time to write a two-volume biog- 
raphy of Sir William Osler, which 
won a Pulitzer prize in 1925.

LADY with a million dollars of her own 
A and $83,000 a year to spend on her son 

doesn’t really have to go to work, but 
Libby Holman, who quit the study of law in the 
late 20s to become Broadway's torchiest sob 
singer, is determined to climb back to stage 
prominence. 

Paradoxically, the vehicle which she hopes 
will hasten her ascent is “The Beggar’s Opera,” 
in which she has just been given the lead. 

The “opera” part of it is appropriate enough, 
because Libby has been singing arias for more 
than five years under the direction of a competent 
teacher. But to consider Libby in the same breath 
with anyone short of funds is heresy. 

As a daughter of a law professor, nothing 
seemed more natural than that Libby should 
start studying law in her native Cincinnati. Her 
tonsils bothered her so she had them removed. 
A few weeks later, when a fish bone caught in 
her throat, she let out a cry of anguish, but it 
emerged instead as a deep, throaty purr. She 
experimented a little, then threw away her law 
books and moved to New York. 

Success came soon. ‘Thousands crowded into 
theatres and night clubs to hear her sing “Moanin’ 
Low” and “Night and Day.” Among them was 
Zachary Smith Reynolds, whose family had 
efounded the R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company. 
He was married to Anne Cannon, whose family 
had made about as much out of towels as his 
had out of tobacco, but they weren't happy. 

Reynolds flew his wife, in his own plane, to 
Reno, where she got a divorce. Then he married 
Libby secretly. She was 26; he was 20. 

Qn July 5, 1932, there was a drinking party 
at Reynolda, the estate’ of the newlyweds at 
Winston-Salem, N.C. In the midst of it Reynolds 
was shot. He died in a hospital. Libby and his 
best friend, Ab Walker, were suspected of his 
murder, but the charges were dropped after a 
three-month investigation. 

Libby's son, Christopher Smith Reynolds, was 
born seven months after his father’s death. There 
was a bitter struggle over the estate, but Libby 
came out of it with $750,000 to add to her stage 
earnings. Christopher received an inheritance 
which has since expanded about one third to 
$6,502,099. 

Until 1944 Christopher, through Libby, was 
drawing $100,000 a year for his upkeep. It was 
allocated under two headings, personal expenses 
and household expenses. According to an account- 
ing in Orphans Court in Baltimore, revealed here 
for the first time, this is how the money was 
spent:

shooting it, but she sure handled it. 

That gun wouldn't make a decent water pipe 
today, but with Annie behind it and with Annie's 
finger on the trigger, it brought down enough 
game to keep a family of six going through the 
tough times on the frontier, and kept the sheriff 
away from the door. 

It would have kept the wolf away, too, only the 
wolves around Annie’s log cabin had too much 
sense to come close. 

Even the Indians called her “Wantanya Cicilia,” 
which is Sioux lingo for “Little Sureshot,” and 
the Sioux in those days weren’t in the habit of 
passing out compliments to white men or women.

WELL, trying to sneak in a log cabin with a 
smoking blunderbuss and a black eye is like 
a stampeding herd trying to sneak up on a prairie 
dog, and Annie didn’t get away with it. Her 
career might have been stopped right, then and 
there, after one shot, but her mother, what with 
six kids in a log cabin in the backwoods, was used 
to almost anything. 

“Annie,” she said, in her soft Quaker tones and 
probably trying to keep from laughing, “next time 
thee wants the rifle, ask me for it, and thee won't 
spill so much powder.” 

That happened when Annie was seven years 
old. She was born in 1866, in a cabin in Darke 
County, Ohio, which was far enough west. You 
didn’t have to cross the Mississippi in those days 
to find wildcats in your front yard. Just pick 
out any spot in the woods of Ohio, or Kentucky, 
or Illinois and life was plenty tough. 

About once a year Annie’s father, Joe Mozee, 
would make the long trip inz the nearest settle- 
ment and trade off some grain for flour, and 
cloth, and what the family needed to get through 
the winter.

Within a year the family was out of debt. 
Annie did the shooting, and she got a big kick 
out of it. She’d have done it all her life, prob- 
ably, if she hadn’t been so soft-hearted. 

It was because she was so soft-hearted that 
she became the greatest shot in the world. 

Annie hated to kill things.- She liked the birds 
she shot, and she wanted to give them a break. 

She gave them a fighting chance, hitting them 
on the wing. You expect a sportSman to flush 
his birds, but dont forget that Annie was shoot- 
ing birds for money, without a dog and with a 
flintlock musket. Even with those handicaps, 
even when she carried the gun in her left hand 
and switched it when the birds flew, she brought 
home the quail.

He wrote her 
long, mushy notes, and he asked her to join him 
She said no, but even 15-year-old crack shots can 
change their minds, and it wasn’t long before she 
became Butler’s assistant. 

Next she was his wife. 

After that he was her assistant. 

She made her first big hit in St. Paul, Min- 
nesota, one night when Chief Sitting Bull dropped 
in. After wiping out Custer’s regiment at the 
Little Big Horn, the Chief had made peace with 
the government, and was considered quite some 
personage. When he saw Annie shoot, he lifted 
the sides of the tent with his whoops of admira- 
tion, and insisted on her becoming his adopted 
daughter and member of the tribe. 

Annie went with Buffalo Bill a few years 
later, and it was a _ rootin’-tootin’ combination. 
Buffalo Bill’s show had the ridingest, shootingest 
passel of cowboys ever corraled, along with a wild 
bunch of Indians and some broncos. 

She learned the tricks of show business, but 
she was never a phony. Some trick shots of 
those days used all kind of gadgets. They’d stick 
a hairpin in a cigarette, for instance. By twitch- 
ing the hairpin with his teeth, a confederate could 
knock the ash off the cigarette while the shooter 
set off a blank. 

Annie didn’t go for that malarkey. She put 
on a show, but when she shot at something, she 
hit it. One of her stunts was to put her gun on 
the ground, back up until she was 20 yards from 
it, then pull the trap that released a couple of 
clay pigeons. 

While they were flying through the air, Annie 
stampeded. for her gun, got it to her shoulder, 
and broke both pigeons. 

The first time Annie wound up on the ground, 
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but she got the pigeons in spite of her fall. 

She got around all right. She was lionized 
in England by Queen Victoria and the Prince of 
Wales. Her name was better known than that 
of the wife of the President of the United States. 
Because she shot holes in cards, and because free 
tickets had holes punched in them, her name was 
given to free tickets, and they are still known 
in show business as “Annie Oakleys.” 

Right now, a play based on her life is running 
on Broadway, with Ethel Merman, the musical 
comedy star, in the lead. 

Annie retired in 1901, only to get caught ina 
train wreck. Doctors gave her up, and her brown 
hair turned snow-white, but she pulled through 
and went back to the sawdust. 

One day several months after the accident, 
Annie, now nearly 60, went out to a secluded spot.

HAT does art with a big “A” 
mean to you? 

Do you turn away when 
you gaze on a modernistic concep- 
tion of a human being whom you 
would shudder to meet in real life? 

Or do portraits like those repro- 
duced on this page convey a subtle 
meaning to you? 

In the latter case you undoubtedly 
have a flair for modernism in art 
which qualifies you to scoff at 
doodlers and distinguish the real 
thing from the imitation. 

For the new art is marching on. 
In the past few decades cubism, 
futurism, surrealism, et al, have 
flung defiance at the old schools of 


painting and sculpture. They have 
divided critics into warring factions. 

Devotees of the newest in art are 
vocal and view with rapture displays 
of “modern art” which artists with 
other ideas term atrocities. 

These shocked critics ask perti- 
nently whether the husband seeking 
to perpetuate on canvas the features 
of a beloved wife or charming daugh- 
ter would engage a gifted portrait 
painter for the job or entrust it to 
the services of a modernist.

ARY LYON had a long nose, 
and a goal. Otherwise she was 
just an ordinary prim, precise 

New England schoolteacher. She had 
a burning ambition to start‘a school 
where young women could get as 
good a higher education as the men. 

She quit teaching and spent three 
years visiting in many cities an 
villages, talking up her plan, asian 
house-to-house for financial aid for 
the school she planned. As_ she 
whipped up enthusiasm and saw her 
dream for Mount Holyoke College 
nearing actuality, she paused to an- 
alyze the detours that might lead 
her astray in this work. 

She turned down an offer of 
marriage and sold her hope chest. 
That was a real sacrifice, but the 
proceeds of the sale went into the 
building fund without. a tear being 
shed, at least not publicly. 

She analyzed her habits, ordered 
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herself to get off the detour 

of day-dreaming, to quit hesi- 

tating, to avoid the detour of 

WOrTYy. Mary Lyon used 
her initiative to steer herself away 
from the detours and back in 1837 
succeeded in establishing a great edu- 
cational institution despite general 
ridicule, masculine opposition and the 
sale of her hope chest. 

By keeping off the detours she 
marched ahead instead of stumbling 
along. She avoided blind alleys, kept 
on the main highways. Mary Lyon is 
in the American Hall of Fame—for 
not mislaying her initiative. 

“Michael the Serbian” they called 
the raw freshman at-Columbia Uni- 
versity. His clothes were odd, his 
English amusing. But his physical 
strength drew attention during the 
freshman-sophomore class fight. He 
had been hardened by farm work and 
lumberjack work during his few years 
in America. More important was the 
fact. that he had also hardened the 
inside of his head and did not mislay 
his initiative by getting on detours. 

“We need you on our crew,” the 
captain of the freshman crew said. 

That tempted the Serbian. He 
liked physical exercise, would have 
basked in the cheers given the crew. 


He thought of his life savings of $311. 
That had to take him through col- 
lege. He had planned to increase his 
funds by winning prizes in college, 
and he had some other ideas. So he 
said “No” to the crew. Rowing on the 
river might be fun, but it would keep 
him off his main highway. 

There were no cheers for the big 
Serbian at the crew regatta that 
spring. He got cheer for himself, how- 
ever, at the end of the school year 
two prizes, each of $100. They were 
dividends for keeping on the main 
highway. - More were to follow. , 

Before he had finished college he 
was coaching weak sisters and 
wealthy boys who were in danger of 
not graduating. He earned more than 
some of his own instructors. 

He invented a system of multiplex 
telegraphy in 1899, invented the Pupin 
coil which made long distance tele- 
phony conversations possible, in- 
vented other important electrical de- 
vices which made him a millionaire. 
His autobiography “From Immigrant 
to Inventor” won a Pulitzer prize in 
1923 and Columbia University named 
a building in honor of him. 

Henry Ford put it mildly when he 
said: “The number of needless tasks 
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of people is amazing.” 
They use up time and energy on 
things that get them nowhere. 
They make too many phone calls. 
They visit too often, and too long. 
They. write letters too long. 
They work on little things, neglect 
big things. 
They read things that neither in- 
form nor inspire them. 
‘They have too much fun. 
They spend good time with people 
who cannot stimulate them. 


Louis Brandeis wanted to be a 
lawyer. With $200 borrowed from 
his brother he entered Harvard Law 
School, to compete with the rich 
young men in its classes. He studied 
so much his eyes began to hurt, and 
he then got friends to read to him. 

He quit smoking, quit playing the 
violin, to save both time and money 
to concentrate on the thing he wanted 

a law education. Soon he was tutor- 
ing the rich young men who had less 
initiative. When commencement time 
came around, blue-eyed Louis Bran- 
deis, with his southern accent, was 
not only at the head of the class——he 
also paid back the money he bor- 
rowed and had $1,500 left over! 

When he was 30 this slim young 
man from Louisville had made a mil- 
lion by keeping on the tracks that 
would produce results. At 42 he wasa 
Justice of the U.S. Supreme Court.

HEN an old-timer like myself 

listens to the tunes. the 

bobby soxers are humming 
nowadays, he hs to look twice to be 
certain that the year is really 1946. 
Just imagine, two of the top songs 
all over the country recently are “The 
Bells of St. Mary’s” and “I’m Always 
Chasing Rainbows,” vintage 1917 and 
1918, respectively! 

On Broadway, a pair of revived 
musical comedies are kicking up their 
heels as smartly as ever, and delight- 
ing a lot of people who weren't even 
born when these same shows first 
swept to popularity. I’m referring, of 
course, to Victor Herbert’s “The Red 
Mill,” first performed in 1906, and the 
Jerome Kern-Oscar Hammerstein im- 
mortal, “Show Boat,” which first set 
sail in 1927. 

Yes, there’s life in the old songs 
yet. Just look at the hatful of great 
tunes represented in the above-men- 
tioned shows: “Ol’ Man River,” “My 
Bill,” “Only Make Believe,” and. that 
great song of Helen Morgan’s, “Can't 
Help Loving That Man,” from the 
1927 show. “Isle of Our Dreams,” “In 
Old New York,” “Every Day Is 
ladies’ Day With Me” and ‘“Moon- 
beams,” from the Victor Herbert 
score. They’re every bit as _ fresh 
today as they were when Dad and 
Granddad were whistling them. 

What is there about a tune 
makes it popular generation 
generation, while others fal! 
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wayside a few short months after 
they hit the top? What was the magic 
in a song like “Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band,” for instance? First published 
in 1911, it sky-rocketed as one of the 
top tunes of the season in 1938. 

Part of the answer, I believe,.is 
Hollywood, In recent years, the film 
industry has tapped a wealth of old 
songs for musicals portraying the 
Gay Nineties. “My Gal Sal,” “On the 
Banks of the-Wabash,” and “Sweet 
Rosie O’Grady” are just a few tunes 
that bounced back into public favor 
this way. “My Gal Sal,” the baby of 
the trio, was written in 1905. The 
other two were popular before the 
turn of the century! 

Movies, juke boxes and radio have 
provided the popular songs of today 
with what seems like a terrific ad- 
vantage over outlets the old songs had. 

It used to take two years for the 
old-timers to reach the same level of 
popularity which a song can reach 
today in four months. 

If you'll pardon a bit of pride in 
one Of my own tunes, I'd like to point 
to “I Wonder Who’s Kissing Her 
Now.” I wrote that song 44 years ago, 
and they’re still singing it. 

Other old tunes popular today are 
“My Wild Irish Rose,” written in 
1899, “Daisy Bell” (1892), “The Band 
Played On” (1895), “After the Bal!” 
(1892), and the old barber-shopper, 
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Grandpa's Courting Tunes Show 
a Spryness Astounding for Their

as They Battle Boogie- x 


Woogie for Popularity With the . 


“sweet Adeline” (written in 1903). 
The songs I have mentioned are 
naturally but a small portion of those 
which were being hummed and 
whistled many years ago. Yet they 
have stood the test of time better 
than the rest, for reasons’ which 
simply cannot be fully explained. 

One of my publishers, Max Mayer 
of Pioneer-Paull Music Corp., sums 
up the question of song popularity 
when he says, “You can’t tell what 
the public will go for. It’s hard 
enough to forecast the popularity of 
a song for the current market, let 
alone over a period of years.” 

Even the great Stephen Foster, 
whose tunes have been on the public 
lips for nearly a century, was derided 
by a so-called “expert” in his day. 
Wrote this critic of Foster’s melodies, 
“Such songs, although whistled and 
sung by everybody, are erroneously 
supposed to have taken a deep hold 
of the popular mind.” Erroneously, 
indeed! ‘The popular “QO Susanna” 
celebrates its 100th birthday next 
year. There’s no need to apologize for 
the popularity of “Suwannee River,” 
“Camptown Races,” “Beautiful 
Dreamer,’ “Old Folks at Home” or 
“Old Black Joe.” 

A large part of the popularity of 
these old songs can be credited to the 
soft spot we all hold for the melodies 
of our younger days. ‘That doesn’t ex- 
plain the ease, however, with which 
today’s youngsters have snapped up

old-time tunesmiths 
wrote SONGS! 

Quite naturally you 
would expect old songs 
to make up the reper 
toire of the Society for 
the Preservation and 
Encouragement of Bar- 
ber Shop Quartette Sing 
ing in America, Inc., the 
eight-year-old organiza 
tion that has. some 16, 
000 members in. the 
United States and Can 

| ada. You would also ex 
pect the membership to 
be made up entirely of 
old-timers. But it turns 
out that at least half of 
the membership is in 
its 30s or younger. 

It’s a nebulous qual- 
ity, that spirit of melody 
and timeless sentiment, 
which strikes a common 
chord in young and old 
alike. The golden aura 
of high-pressure com- 
mercialism has’ turned 
the songwriters of to- 
day into business men, 

and it’s an old 
axiom that you 
‘an’t mix = senti- 
ment with busi. 
ness. The songs of 
yesteryear were 
written from the 
heart, not the 
pocketbook. 
A song I wrote 
with Harld Orlob 
in 1937 expressed our affection for 
the old melodies: 


“There’s nothing like a good old song 
To make the day seem brighter; 
There's nothing like a good old song 
To make our work seem lighter.” 


That was a tribute, and a sincere 
one, to the longevity record of some 
of those old tunes that stayed new. 

Because they just can’t be beat!

HEN the gorgeous’ pgrand- 

mother, the blond, beautiful 

millionairess, Dolly O’Brien, 
said “I do” to her fourth husband, 
Jose Dorelis, Bulgarian perfume- 
maker, the real life romantic drama 
had a surprise ending that never 
would have been permitted to hap- 
pen in Hollywood. 

Clark Gable didn’t get the girl! 

He had her up until the last reel 
when he was supplanted by a sup- 
porting player. “The End” came May 
11, 1946, with a marriage ceremony in 
a palatial Palm Beach villa. The 
screen’s greatest lover wasn’t even 
in the picture. 

The million dollar team of Dolly 
and Clark was heralded in the public 
press since 1944 as one of the most 
star-bright romances of the decade. 
But the twosome became a triangle 
last winter when those in the know 
started betting on a dark horse 
named Dorelis to finish up in the 
winner’s circle. 

Laura Linola 
Fleischmann O’Brien Dorelis, nick- 
named “Dolly,” has always known 
what she wanted. She never had to 
get it by treading on other people's 
toes. It just came to her, and if it 
didn’t, she went after it, delighting 
whomever she met with her charm, 
wit, honesty and her perennial youth 
and beauty. She has more than the 
lion’s share of happiness and the 
world’s goods, but nobody begrudges 
it to her. She spreads it amongst her 
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Hylan Heminway 


“People overestimate me,” she 
has remarked to -her mother, Mrs. 
Louise E. Leach. Mrs. Leach believes 
her daughter’s tremendous capacity 
for affection, her great devotion to 
her family and her wonderful dis- 
position furnish the clue to her hap- 
piness and youth. 

Dolly doesn’t have to diet. An al- 
most daily 18 holes of golf keeps her 
five foot seven figure at 112 pounds. 
Her naturally curly blond hair is 
without a trace of gray. Her skin 
is free from wrinkles although she 
never indulges in facials. 

Like her mother and grandmother 
before her, Dolly married at 15. An 
only child of John and Louise Hylan, 
she was born in New York at the 
turn of the century. Her parents 
divorced when she was seven. She 
and her mother then made their 
home with the maternal grandmother 
who was wealthy. Dolly has always 
had all the money she needs. 

Her first husband, Louis Marshall 
Heminway of a rich Connecticut spool 
family, died when their two _ sons, 
Marshall and John Hylan Heminway, 
were a few years old. After World 
War I, multimillionaire Julius F leisch- 
mann met the young widow and 
pleaded with her to marry him, even 
knowing she didn’t love him. 

So Dolly became Mrs. Fleisch- 
mann and lived;on a lavish Long 
Island estate. J. Jay O’Brien, a dash- 
ing, penniless polo player and former 
dancer, was a frequent visitor at the

house, He and Dolly fell madly in 
love. With her characteristic hon- 
esty, she told Fleischmann and asked 
for a divorce. As her happiness meant 
everything to him, he consented and 
settled several million dollars on her 
and made generous provision for her 
sons. He died a few months after 
Dolly married O’Brien in October, 
1924. She had forfeited the bulk of 
a $50,000,000 estate to marry a poor 
man for love. 

After traveling in Europe, in 
1936, the O’Briens settled in Palm 
Beach where they bought the luxuri- 
ous Anthony Joseph Drexel Biddle, 
Jr., Villa del Sarmiento. Their for- 
tunes and love prospered.

In the meantime, 
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Dorelis and 


Dolly were also friends. The Bulgar- 
ian count, who discarded the title be- 
cause he thought, too many phonies 
put false claim to it, had come to 
this country when the Nazi yoke 
tightened on Europe. He went into 
the perfume business in Palm Beach. 
Dolly at one time was accused of rail- 
roading him into membership in the 
swank Everglades Golf Club where 
they played golf. The two cosmop- 
olites had many mutual interests. 
When alone, they spoke in French. 

suave and imperturbable,'_ the 
monocled Dorelis was well liked by 
Dolly’s friends and family. No 
suspected he would usurp Gabie’s 
throne as leading man in the beauii- 
ful widow’s affections until February 
of this year when a one week’s visit 
as Dolly’s house guest was extended 
to several months. Then the rumors 
started to fly. Gable was still plying 
Dolly with long distance calls.

Mrs. Leach is convinced of two 
things; that Dolly never would have 
chosen Dorelis unless she thought he 
was the right man for her, and that 
Dolly never could be happy as a mo- 
vie actor’s wife, no matter how grand 
a person he was. 

With her customary ability to get 
things done, Dolly arranged the wed- 
ding in short order. It was per- 
formed at the Palm Beach home of 
Herbert Pulitzer of the publishing 
clan. Marshall Heminway gave his 
mother away. Mrs. William S. Paley 
was matron of honor. General *‘ ladtl- 
mir Stoychess, Bulgarian emissary to 
the United States, represented the 
groom. 

Wedding guests agreed that the 
charming Jose was _ sufficient unto 
himself to maintain the affections 
and happiness of the fabulous Dolly.

F THE SUN doesn’t shine bright 

on his Old Kentucky Home New 

Year’s Day, an elderly gentleman 
named Man o’ War, if still alive, *will 
have good cause to feel miffed. 

On January Ist, the date arbitrarily 
designated as the birthday of all 
thoroughbred race horses, Man o’ War 
will have reached the sere old age of 
30—the equine equivalent of 90 years. 

By living so long, the greatest 
race horse of all time, who was an 
odds-on favorite on each of his 21 
trips to the post, will have clicked for 
the@second time in his career as a 
long shot. 

Just by being born, Man o’ War 
paid off at the rate of 2,000 to 1 be- 
cause only one out of every 2,000 
thoroughbreds foaled is destined to 
be a genius ef his kind. 

By reaching the remarkable age 
of 30, “Big Red”, as followers af- 
fectionally call this super-horse, has 
again triumphed against tremendous 
odds. Probably not one race horse in 
4,000 lives to be 30. 

The record life span of a thorough. 
bred is 36 years, which Merrick, 
owned by J. C. Milam, attained. Ex. 
terminator, the late Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s great money-winning geld- 
ing, died a year ago at the age of 
30. But the average life expectancy 
of a race horse is 14 to 16 years. 

No princeling, being groomed for 
a throne, has received more loving 
attention than Man o’ War has since 
he was retired to the stud 27 years 
ago after two brilliant racing cam- 
paigns. His life in the intervening 
years has been a Paradise on earth. 

Faraway Farm, near Lexington 
where this equine emperor is en- 
throned, is a shrine of the turf to 
which as many as 50,000 fans make 
a pilgrimage annually. 

The great sire, now a great-grand- 
sire, and still every inch a thorough- 
bred, holds court daily. 

Up at 4:30 a. m. in spring and 
summer and a half hour later in 
fall and winter, Man o’ War starts 
his day with @ romp around his five- 
acre paddock. -‘Then comes a break- 
fast of oats and bran in a mixture, 
the recipe for which H. B.- Scott, 
the farm manager, refuses to tell. 
After breakfast, Man o’ War is 
groomed and often saddled for a trot. 

If it's rainy, he remains indoors 
but until recently at least, snow 
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never stopped him. After this work- 
out, he is led back to his roomy 
stall for an interesting session with 
some hay. Another helping of oats 
and bran comes at 11 a. m. 

At 12:15, the Emperor holds court 
and seems to enjoy this period most 
of all. The afternoon is spent in 
play and romping until grooming 
time arrives at 3:30 p. m. Then he 
has “4 o’clock tea” and is bedded 
down for the _ night. 

As the years pass and the end 
approaches for Big Red, the number 
of visitors§ increases. He's now 
sway-backed and his sight isn’t too 
good. But, considering his 30 years, 
he is in good health. 

Samuel Riddle, owner of* Man 
o’ War, who turned down an offer of 
$1,000,000 for him from Louis B. 
Mayer when the great stallion. was 
22 and still at stud, set up a trust 
fund for BigqRed a few years ago 
which will insure his comfort to the 
end of his days, 

Once, W. T. Waggoner tried to 
pin down Mr. Riddle as. to what 
price he would accept for Man o’ War, 

“You go over to France and buy 
the Invalides which contains the 
tomb of Napoleon,” replied Riddle. 
“Then stop off in England and buy 
the Koh-i-noor diamond. When you 
have done that, come back to me and 
I'll set a price for Man o’ War.” 

The only race Man o’ War ever 
lost is still the subject of hot argu 
ments among racing fans, after 
more than a quarter of a century. 


No Prince of 
Royal Blood Has 
Ever Received More 
Attention and Care 
Than the Beloved 
Big Red, Who'll Be 
30 New Year's Day 
—lf Alive. 


It was in the Sanford Memorial 
Stakes at Saratoga; Aug 13, 1919, 
that Upset beat Big Red a half length. 

Kicking up at the post, Man o’ War 
was away poorly and was soon many 
lengths behind Gold Broom, the pace 
setter. Jockey Johnny Loftus, know 
ing Man o’ War's ability to come from 
behind, didn’t take him on the out- 
side, reasoning that an opening 
would present itself later. He guessed 
wrong and when he took Big Red to 
the outside, it was too late. 

Over a dozen other thoroughbreds 
have earned more than Big Red, 
whom the English Stud Book doesn't 
recognize as a thoroughbred. But his 
feat of Winning 20 out of 21 races and 
purses totalling $249,465 in two racing 
campaigns is remarkable. 

The average stallion stands for 
about seven years. When Man 
o’ War was retired from stud in 1945 
at the age of 26, he had sired over 
300 colts and fillies who had won 
over 1,200 races and more. than 
$3,200,000 in purses. ‘The great sire 
had been booked 25 times a year and 
commanded a fee of $5,000. 

Annual earnings of $125,000 add 
up to really important money in two 
decades. Therefore, Man o'’ War easils 
tops all other race horses in lifetime 
earnings. Clyde Van IDusen and VU 
Admiral, two of Man o’' War's pr 
eny, won the Derby. Ba'tleship, an 
other of Big Red’s sons, annexed Eny 
land's Grand National. 

August Belmont, long-time dean 
of the American turf, probably had

no idea how well he had wrought 
when he bred his mare Mahubah to 
Fair Play in 1916. On March 29, 
1917, Mahubah dropped a_ chestnut 
colt which was called Man o' War. 

Something in the genes of the two 
parents made the perfect combina 
tion which comes only once in every 
2,000 matings, according to Dr. Harry 
H. Laughlin who conducted an ex- 
exhaustive 10-year research for the 
Carnegie I‘oundation. 

Breeding experts give credit for 
the miracle to Mahubah’s sire, Rock 
Sand, for whom Mr, Belmont paid 
$125,000, and to the Layton Barb 
Mare, famous in England in the 
1670s and founder of a remarkable 
family which was introduced into 
America during the present century. 

Another mating between § Fair 
Play and Mahubah had produced a 
filly called Masda, a full sister of 
Man o’' War. One day the late Sam 
Hildreth, Mr. Riddle’s great trainer, 
clocked Masda in a workout and was 
So Startled by the figures he ran to 
his employer with the news. 

At the 1918 yearling sales at 
Saratoga, when Riddle found out that 
Man o' War's blood lines were the 
same as those of the little filly which 
Sam Hildreth had clocked, he bought 
the colt for $5,000.

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Magic in the 
Chemistry Lab — 
Man-Made Penicillin 
Is the Newest 
Scourge of the 
M.crobe World.

AN has finally learned to do 
what the lowly mold can do 
make penicillin. 

Six months ago The American 
Weekly forecast the synthesis of the 
wonder drug of medicine, goal of 
chemical research for years. 

Now that prediction has been ful- 
filled, far swifter than anyone dared 
hope. The biochemists at Cornell 
University Medical School who did it 
are being hailed for one of the great- 
est feats of chemistry of this age. 

Today science produces penicillin 
by growing the fragile, tricky mold 
called Penicillium notatum in giant 
vats like those of a brewery. This 
mass production was a proud war- 
time achievement that called for a 
$25,000,000 government. investment. 

These factories for penicillin may 
some day have to be junked in the 
path of progress. In the not-too-far- 
away future penicillin may come 
from chemical factories. Then chem- 
ists may be able to juggle the intricate 
penicillin molecule and create whole 
new varieties of the drug. 

Already Cornell’s scientists have 
fashioned kinds that nature never 
makes. The hope is that these new 
penicillin types will have better action 
against germs which now evade nat- 
ural penicillin’s power. 

Sceres of the worki’s best bio- 
chemists worked on the penicillin 
problem during the war, both in Eng- 
land and America. But it remained 
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for Cornell’s five-man research team 
to complete the job that frees peni- 
cillin manufacture from dependence 
on a mold. Here are the men from 
the department of biochemistry of 
New York Hospital-Cornell Medical 
Center who did the job: 

Professor Vincent Du Vigneud, 
Drs. Frederick H. Carpenter, Arthur 
H. Livermore, Julian R. Rachele. Also 
Robert W. Holley, now completing his 
doctorate at Cornell’s Ithaca campus. 

Professor Du Vigneaud says the 
work has taken two and a half years. 

So far there are only 10 milli- 
grams of man-made penicillin in all 
the world. But-this precious specimen 
is only the beginning—a museum ex- 
hibit a few years hence—of the flood 
of synthetic penicillin which will 
come. The method is known and can 
be duplicated by others. 

Priceless too waS earlier penicillin 
just a few years ago for as late as 
1944 Dr. George Maksim and other 
doctors of Children’s Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C., ate $10,000 worth of 
penicillin to prove it could be effec- 
tively absorbed when taken by mouth. 

Yet there is much to be done to 
take the long step from the laboratory 
to mass production, for the reaction 
by which the synthetic variety is 
obtained is still unexplained. 

It works, but no one yet knows 
how or why. Here is what happened. 

Back in 1944 chemists worked out 
a tentative structure of the compli- 
cated penicillin molecule—a kind of 
mental picture of the drug they

would have to build. 

The scientists put the basic chem- 
ical fragments together, like a man 
working on a jig-saw puzzle. Then 
came surprise. The pieces went to- 
gether all right but in a fashion far 
different from originally intended. It 
was quite a different chemical pic- 
ture, a new kind of molecule. 

Yet the new molecule turned out 
to be penicillin—the thing they started 
out to try to make in the first place! 

It wasn’t an accident, says Profes- 
sor Du Vigneaud, but it still is a mys-

tery yet unsolved. In fact the next 
step is to discover what chemical re- 
action went on in the test tubes that 
created penicillin. That is why the 
news of the synthesis of penicillin has 
now been made known to the world 
in the journal “Science,” so. that 
chemists everywhere can tackle the 
mystery. 

When this is done, 
production can go ahead, 

Yet even more important, stresses 
Professor Du Vigneaud, is the whole 
new family of penicillin drugs which 
can be created by synthesis. 

Three goals lie ahead: 

1. Some of the new penicillin va- 
rieties may have the ability to stay 
in the blood stream far longer, and 
thus be better germ-fighters. The big 
trouble with penicillin now is that it 
is eliminated too swiftly and easily 
from the body. ‘To fight germs with 
penicillin, at present, doctors must do 
either of two things: (1) use massive 
doses to build up high concentration 
levels in the blood stream or (2) use 
the continuous “drip” method by 
which the drug is sent into the blood 
stream for hours on end through a 
hypodermic syringe. Both these prac- 
tices might be changed, says Professor 
De Vigneaud, if a form of man-made 
penicillin can be found which is not 
eliminated so readily by the body. 

2. With new varieties of synthetic 
penicillin available there is hope an 
attack can be made on bacteria which 
now are immune to penicillin’s powers 
—tuberculosis, typhoid fever, leprosy 
and dysentery—to name only a few. 

Moreover, with new _ penicillins 
available, it may be possible to con- 
quer those germs which change their 
form (mutation, science calls it) and 
become penicillin-resistant. It appears 
that biochemistry may thus keep one 
step ahead of the germs in the fight 
against disease. 

3. With the new man-made peni- 
cillin, it is most probable some forms 
will show an even lower toxicity to 
the body than natural penicillin now 
used.

INY Liechtenstein, third smallest 
country in Europe and important 
in peace only to stamp collectors 

and dealers in postal art, at war’s end 
found itself the greatest canter of dis- 
placed personages on the continent. 

In the last 18 months, more royal, 
titled and wealthy refugees have 
crowded into the little principality’s 
65 square miles than any place else. 

Most of the royal and titled lodg- 
ers, who sped into the mountainous 
retreat from danger when the guns 
of war sounded across Europe, gath- 
ered at the Wald House, leading hotel 
in Vaduz, and lived there in quiet lux 
ury through the long years of war. 

Numbered among the fugitive rich 
were many German industrialists, 
who, for reasons of expediency, be 
came citizens of the principality. 

For Liechtenstein, with an area 
only as large as Staten Island, a bo: 
ough of New York City, was over 
looked by the German general staf! 
in its blueprint for conquest. Tucked 
in the mountains between Austria 
and Switzerland, it enjoyed blissful 
neutrality as a protectorate. 

Actually, its standing army con 
sists of one wax soldier in the museum 

one of the reasons why the postage 
stamp principality is the only coun 
try in Europe with no public debt. 

About the only change wrought by 
the war was the need for the’ royal! 
family to stay at home. Outside of 
two of its members, one reported in 
Sweden and the other raising fow!] 
in Arizona, all are now in the feudal 
castle overlooking Vaduz, the coun- 
try’s largest city, with a population 
of 2,000. 

Prince Johann, known to his neigh- 
bors as plain John Liechtenstein, 
came to America with his wife, the 
former Aleene McFarland, Texas 
heiress, some years ago. ‘They set- 
tled down on a ranch near Fort 
Worth, but were divorced in 1943. 
Two years later, he married an Iowa 
girl, Jean French, whom he met in 
Phoenix, Ariz. Now they’re reported 
contentedly raising chickens. 

His big brother, Prince Ferdinand, 
also sought an American wife back 
in the 30s. She was Ina Claire, the 
actress, and their romance extended 
from Paris to New York to New Eng- 
land, ending finally in Europe again. 

What Miss Claire didn’t know was 
that the prince already had one wife. 
Though the couple were estranged, 
Liechtenstein required its princes to 
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have one wife at a time and didn’t 
recognize divorce. 

Prince Ferdinand applied for an 
annulment, but by the time the 
papers came through the romance 
with Miss Claire was over. She ts 
now the wife of William R. Wallace, 
Jr., San Francisco lawyer. 

Prince Ferdinand, described by 
Miss Claire as “the type.that men 
like and women love,. darn it,” tried 
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Prince Johann, 
Liech tenstein's

vainly to go to war with Finland 
against Russia. 

He was captain of the Austrian 
team in the 1932 Olympics and a 
racing car driver and big game hunter. 

“Before I ever met him,” recalls 
Miss Claire, “I’d heard. about him as 
the man who got lost in the Libyan 
desert. He was hunting tigers or 
something at the time, I believe.” 

Miss Claire, herself once the wife 
of dashing John Gilbert, says Prince 
Ferdinand was furious when people 
jokingly called him “dashing.” 

“He used to teil people, angrily, 
not to,” she explains, “but it wasn’t 
very effective. He lisped, you see.” 

The present ruler of Liechtenstein, 
Prince Franz Josef II, is far from 
dashing. Sober, conscientious § and 
popular with his subjects, he excels 
all of his predecessors. 

One ex-ruler was old Franz Josef I, 
who died several years ago after 
reigning more than 60 years. He 
rarely visited his domain, preferring 
Viennese night life and hunting. 

After he had reigned many years, 
he married a commoner. 

Another past ruler, old Prince Jo- 
hann, ruled for 71 years without his 
subjects once seeing him. They called 
him the “Invisible Monarch,” and he 
wus accustomed to giving great fetes 
and watching from behind a curtain. 

There is a high percentage of

titles among Liechtenstein’s 12,000 
population and considerable pomp and 
ceremony—-but the common people 
still manage to remain unchanged. 
Their primary interests are farming, 
and issuing stamps for sale abroad. 

There is no school tax and no 
schools, and anyone who wants to 
educate his children sends them to 
Switzerland and pays for it. There 
are no jails. The country has an ar- 
rangement with Switzerland for lock- 
ing up its criminals, but since there 
is little crime few are sent there. 

Most of the country’s revenue 
comes from international concerns 
that pay fees to incorporate under 
the laws of Liechtenstein, the stamp 
issues and fees paid by outsiders who 
want citizenship for private purposes. 

The country was s:arted about 800 
years ago as one of the independent 
states of the Holy Roman Empire. In 
1806, Napoleon set up the Rhein 
Bund, with Liechtenstein included. 

Sixty years later, Austria was at 
war with Prussia and Liechtenstein 
was an ally of her Hapsburg neigh- 
bor. Liechtenstein sent a company 
of men to the war and they returned 
with one more than they started with. 

Austria and Prussia eventually 
negotiated peace, but Liechtenstein 
was not represented at the peace 
table and the country is still techni- 
cally at war with a non-existent 
country. 

Now, untouched by the latest and 
greatest of wars, Liechtenstein is 
again ready to resume business with 
the rest of the world.

HRISTIE WARDEN, you 
watch your step with that 
fellow!” the younger sister 
cried. “T don’t like: him 
or trust him!” 

“Nonsense!” Christie re- 
torted laughingly. “You're prejudiced against 

Frank.” 

“I feel it in my bones there’s something wrong 
terribly wrong-——with him,” Fanny Warden in- 
sisted. “What can you see in him?” 
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“Oh, lots. For one thing, he’s right good-look- 
ing. And he’s traveled a lot, and can tell wonder 
ful stories of places and people.” 

The Warden sisters,- 24 and 16 respectively, 
were talking about the new hired man, Frank 
Almy, who had come to work on their father’s 
farm in Hanover, N. H., on July 11, 1890. Almy, 
33, had been attracted from the first toward the 
beautiful medium-blond elder daughter. 

Christie, who was secretary of the Grafton 
Star Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, found him 
interesting. She saw no hint of the evil in his 
nature, against which her sister felt instinctive 
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warning. Neither girl knew anything of the man’s 
background. Nor did their father, Andrew War- 
den. Nor did anyone in the community. 

They did not know that the name Frank Almy 
was an alias. ‘They did not know that he had an 
extensive criminal career, that he had served time 
in New Hampshire and Vermont, and that he had 
escaped from the Vermont state prison. 

Almy had been born George Abbott in Salem, 
Mass., and he was fated to become the black sheep 
of a respectable family. His mother had died 
three days after his birth, and he had been adopted 
by an uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Israel Abbott. 
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The Man Had a Revolver in His Hand. He Seized 

Christie With One Arm and Young Fanny Grabbed 

His Other Arm. They Struggled. “Let Go, You!" 
He Snarled. “Let Go or I'll Kill You!" 


Despite a careful upbringing, he turned to 
thievery at the age of 11. Late in 1874, while liv- 
ing with his foster parents in North Thetford, Vt., 
he had been arrested following a series in near-by 
Orford, N. H. He got four years, and his father 
hanged himself upon learning about it. 

Upon his release in 1878, the boy had taken 
possession of his father’s estate, amounting to sev- 
eral thousand dollars, had squandered it rapidly, 
then returned to crime. This chapter in his his- 
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tory culminated in a 15-year sentence. He entered 
the Vermont prison at Windsor on June 23, and 
left it on the evening of Sept. 30, 1887, by means 
of an iron pipe and a rope fashioned from pieces 
of string he had been gathering for five years. 

After his escape he took the name Frank Almy 
and wisely refrained from crime. He held a va- 
riety of jobs—stationary engineer, riveter, ranch 
hand, oysterman—until his appearance in Han- 
over in the late spring of 1890. 

This was the man who fell hopelessly in love 
with comely Christie Warden and laid siege to 
her héart. This was the man that Fanny Warden 
hated on sight. 

The romance moved quietly along that sum- 
mer and fall. They went on husking bees and 
straw rides; they attended whist parties. 

It is one of the most extraordinary features 
of an extraordinary case that Almy remained un- 
recognized in Hanover, which was only 15 miles 
from North Thetford, where the name and crimi- 
nal activities of George Abbott were known. 

The air of mystery which he necessarily had to 
exhibit toward Christie both attracted her and 
frightened her. She liked him very much, but at 
the same time she felt that she should know more 
about him. He could do 
nothing about that, unless 
he were to confess his lurid 
past. And that would al- 
most certainly have ruined 
his chances of making her 
his wife. 

The winter passed, and 
it was spring again. Almy 
had been hired to work un- 
til April, 1891, with the 
possibility of remaining. 

However, Andrew Warden 
decided to let him go, his 
reasons for this being two- 


fold: Fanny’s abiding dis- 


like of the fellow, and the 
fact that on several occa- 
sions he had displayed a 
nasty temper. 
Leaving in early April, 
Almy proceeded to Salem, 
picked up a suitcase, and 
later got a job in a Dor- 
chester woodworking shop. Then, on June 13, 
he took a train to White River Junction, Vt., four 
miles from Hanover. 
He reached the Warden farm late that night. 
Just what Almy had in mind cannot be stated 
for sure. Undoubtedly he at least wanted to see 
Christie again; wanted to hear her voice, touch 
her hand. 


He moved quietly and surely through the dark- 
ness. He concealed himself in a haymow in the 
barn, and. went to sleep there. Sixty feet away 
from him the Warden household slumbered. There 
his treasure lay, as well as his bitterest foe, the 
younger daughter. 

The next morning, one of his wishes was grati- 
fied: he saw Chris. He watched her, and the other 
members of the family, from his hiding place in 
the barn. Having achieved this much, he probably 
now resolved to remain here until he had talked 
with the girl, had pleaded his desperate suit. 

And remain he did, completely unobserved, for 
32 days and nights! Here was an exhibition of 
patience to set beside those five years of string- 
saving for his rope. 

He hid in the barn during all that time, creep- 
ing forth only at night to: forage for food. He 
also made two attempts to see Christie and talk 
to her; once he entered her bedroom only to find 
the hated Fanny sleeping there; another time he 
visited a neighboring home, believing Chris was 
there. On this second occasion, he accidentally 
awakened Miss Amelia Thompson. He told her 
he would kill her if she screamed, then fled. 

On another night, he crept into the Warden 
home and sat for a while at the piano in the par- 
lor. He fondled the sheet music of Chris’ favorite 
songs, and touched the keys she had touched. 

He wrote love verses. He cut the initials 
“C. & F.” in the bark of a beech tree. 

On July 17, he overheard the Wardens dis- 
cussing a Grange meeting that evening. After a 
long interval of watching the house through a 
knothole, he saw Chris come out. He started to 
leave the barn, then ducked back when Mrs. War- 
den, Fanny and another woman, Mrs. Louisa 
Goodell, appeared. The party left the Grange 
hall a little after 9, and had reached a field in a 
shaded hollow known as the Vale of Temple, 
when the figure of a man suddenly appeared 
before them in the moonlight. The man had a 
revolver in his hand. 

It was Almy. 

“T only want to talk to Christie,” he told them. 
“The rest of you can run along.” 

He seized Christie, saying, “Chris, I've come 


more than a,.thousand miles just to meet you!” 

Fanny clutched the other arm. 

“Let go, you!” he snarled. “Or I'll kill you!” 

He wrenched Chris away and flung her through 
the bars of a fence. He leaped after her, seized 
her by the feet, and began dragging her swiftly 
over the ground. As Fanny scrambled after them, 
and as Mrs. Warden and Mrs. Goodell ran down 
the road-uttering cries for help, Almy disappeared 
into a willow patch with the screaming girl. 

Fanny heard running footsteps on the road. 
It was Emmet Marshall, a farmer. He joined her 
and they headed for the willow patch. 

There was a shot, a scream, another shot. 

Frank Almy’s mission in Hanover had come to 
an end. Her sister and Farmer Marshall found 
Chris lifeless on the ground, with one bullet in the 
head and another in the abdomen. 

Almy having vanished, posses assembled at 
once. But no trace of him could be found. 

Thirty-one days later, on Aug. 18, Mrs. War- 
den went to the barn to look for some chickens. 
She noticed a small opening, which had been cov- 
ered by a board, in the foundation of the building. 
Behind the piece of board she observed a number 
of empty cans. 

Deputy Sheriff H. C. 
Brown arrived the next 
day, and that evening he 
and G. H. Whitcher § sta- 
tioned themselves in a corn- 
field where they had a 
complete view of the moon- 
lit scene. At 1:20 a. m., 
they saw a man emerge 
from behind the barn and 
walk rapidly to a small 
apple orchard. He ate ra- 
venously, and also stuffed 
a bag with apples. They 
noticed that he was bare- 
footed. 

Soon he had disappeared 
around the barn. 

Brown and _  Whitcher 
hurried to Hanover and 
spread the word. Presently 
a force of about 40 assem- 
bled, and these were divided 
into parties which con- 

verged on the scene and surrounded the fugitive’s 
supposed hideout. However, it was still dark, so 
they waited until daybreak. Then several volun- 
teers, guns held ready, entered the barn and be- 
gan a careful search. But Almy again had gone. 

The call went forth for more marihunters. 
Church bells sounded a general alarm. Among 
the two-score or more newcomers was Charles C. 
Hewett, a summer student at the New Hampshire 
College of Agriculture and Mechanical Arts, who 
boldly entered the barn and began ramming a 
pitchfork into the piled hay. 

Suddenly a gun materialized out of the hay 
and went off. The bullet struck the handle of 
Hewett’s fork and nicked him in the knuckle. 

Almy heaved up out of the hay, gun in hand. 
Hewett drew his gun and fired, and the bedrag- 
gled quarry seemed to stagger. Hewett fired 
several times more, and himself got a slight 
wound in the nose. Then he discovered that his 
gun was empty. 

Hewett ducked behind a beam. Almy stalked 
him, not giving him time to reload. 

At that moment, Azro Turner of Norwich, who 
had been standing on a ladder, came into the line 
of Almy’s fire. He received a bullet in the 
shoulder, but was pulled to safety. 

Close to 40 men now dashed in by every en- 
trance, prepared to shoot it out with the murderer. 

But Almy had had his fill. 

Still hidden from view, he said he would sur- 
render if they would promise not to lynch him. 
Brown replied that he could readily make such a 
promise, since no lynching had ever yet occurred 
in New Hampshire. 

Then Almy tossed down a bundle of papers 
with the statement that in these papers would 
be found “the written cause for the crime I com- 
mitted.” They turned out to be letters from 
Christie Warden, and some of his own statements 
about the tragedy in the Vale of Temple. 

In his trial at Plymouth, which attracted the 
largest crowds ever seen in that region, Almy 
admitted that he had intentionally killed Christie 
by the shot in the head, but insisted that the sec- 
ond shot had been accidental. He indicated that 
he had been driven to the deed by the fact that 
Mrs. Warden had forbidden her daughter ever 
to see him again. 

The verdict of guilty was a foregone conclu- 
sion, and he was hanged at Concord prison on 
May 16, 1892.

LMOST every day in the year 

Frederick Doyle commutes 

2,000 years between his down 
town Chicago office and his base 
ment workshop mm his suburban River 
lorest home, 

entering that workshop you leave 
this world and come into an atmo- 
sphere of perpetual Christmas, By 
day Doyle is publicity manager of the 
Bell Savings and Loan Association. 
By night he is an artist, historian, 
architect, geologist,’ naturalist and 
Zoologist, all necessary to his work of 
recreating elaborate and inspiring 
“cribs” or manger scenes for his 
home and neighborhood churches. 

Doyle, who lost his right arm in 

accident in 1903, must be all the 

ve-mentioned things in order to 

emble correctly the array of barn 

ird animals, shepherds, camels, 
wise men, and sacred characters that 
participated in the first great drama 
of Christmas. 

Doyle’s work is all done gratis, 
and although he and his children are 
Catholics, his cribs have been ex- 
hibited in Protestant churches. 

Every Christmas, in fact, the 
young people of the First Presby- 
terian Church next door to his home 
come in a body to Doyle’s house to 
have refreshments and admire the 
two colorful manger scenes designed 
by Doyle and kept in his own home.

All evening they sing carols, in 
which Doyle and his family join. 

In the vast blue canopy above the 
crib where sing the angels, the stars 
twinkle in their constellations in ex- 
actly the same positions they held on 
the first Christmas. 

His latest crib—-one which cost al- 
most $5,000 te prepare—-was_ con- 
structed during the last 12 months 
for St. Luke’s Roman Catholic Church, 
and took virtually the whole yea 
to plan and build. 

River Foresters, arriving home 
late from a show in the Chicago Loop 
during last spring and summer may 
often have wondered about the mys 
terious midnight lights burning in the 
massive pile of St. Luke’s and glow 
ing through its stained-glass windows 

If they could have seen into the 
chureh they might have glimpsed 
Doyle, lost in study, seated in front of 
a small chapel to the right of the 
main altar. It was there that this 
Christmas crib was assembled. [fu 
man figures are half life-size, done by 
a Chicago sculptor, John Weaver, Jr. 

How often Doyle strolled through 
St. Luke's during the hot summer 
nights viewing the chapel from every 
angle he would not say, but the par 
ish pastor, Father Thomas A. Canty, 
says he was a familiar figure almost 
every night from supper time on. 

An amateur photographer, Doyle 
took pictures of the chapel, pasted 
them on a model of the chapel, cut 


and fit pieces’ into it at: home, dis- 
carded one idea after another. 

Basically, the scheme which finally 
satisfied him was copied from a small 
crib with which in 1945 he won a na- 
tional prize in a contest put on by the 
Perpetual Novena to Our Sorrowful 
Mother. In 1943 another of his cribs 
won. Both prizes were bronze plaques. 

Mr. Dovyle’s first crib was given 
him by his grandfather when Doyle 
was a boy of seven playing in the 
streets of Louisville, Ky. 

It was a flimsy, boxlike manger. 
When his mother sent it to Doyle in 
Chicago in 1919, along with the same 
paper statues, he conceived the idea 
of starting another crib for the edifi- 
cation of his first child, Frederick, Jr., 
then about a year old. 

Interesting, says Doyle, are the 
reactions of the hundreds of people 
who visit his home during the holi 
days. He'll never forget the shining 
eyes of a five-year-old boy who 
clutched his daddy’s hand and whis- 
pered reverently: 

“Oh, Daddy, look, there's. the 
Christ Child -in a cradle!” 

The completed St. Luke’s crib will 
be unveiled for the first time this 
Christmas Eve Resides Doyle and 
young Weaver, other artists collab. 
orated on its construction John 
Weaver Sr. painted the firmament 
background with its chorus of angels. 
The molded scenery was built by A. 
W. Oberbeck, veteran scenic artist.

was wrong indeed. Lady 
Richmond Brown was not 
that type. The lady decided 
that since her remaining 
days were few, she would 
live high, wide and hand- 
some. No more of those 
stuffy formal] dinners, or 
deadly garden parties. She'd 
had enough of that——quite! 

It was thrHls she wanted 
-~THRILLS, all in capitals. 
That was in 1920. In the 
decade that followed, Lady 
Richmond Brown under- 
went enough  hairbreadth 
adventures to keep her 
thoroughly happy. 

The saga of the Huntress 
of Thrills was recalled the 
other day when Lady Rich- 
mond Brown died, at the 
age of 63, in Sussex, Eng- 
land, after a long illness. 
Though she had combed 
jungle and desert, climbed 


Hedges. a well-known ex- 
plorer. Together they led 
well-publicized expeditions 
to remote India, Mesopota- 
mia, Africa and Central and 
South America. 

Her legal spouse, Sir Mel- 
ville Richmond Brown, 
whom she had married in 
1906, expressed annoyance 
at her gadding about such 
unlikely places with a 
strange chappie (quite odd, 
you know). But the lady 
kept right on having a 
grand old time narrowly 
escaping unfriendly lions, 
vicious crocodiles, veno- 
mous snakes and_under- 
nourished cannibals. 

Accustomed to dining on 
caviar and pheasant, washed 
down by vintage wines, she 
frequently kept body and 
soul together by feasting on 
lizards and a few handfuls 
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of grass au naturel. 

She and Mitchell-Hedges 
gained international renown 
by persuading the fierce 
Chucunaque Indians in Cen- 
tral America to receive 
them socially. Previously, 
the Chucunaques had never 
lifted their own variety of 
iron curtain and discouraged 
all white visitors by shoot- 
mg poisoned arrows with 
uncomfortable accuracy. 

The explorers had a neat 
way of impressing such 
primitive peoples by touch- 
ing off red fire at dramatic 
moments and demonstrating 
what can be done with mod- 
ern firearms. They also 
used Epsom salts and other 
simple remedies on sick na- 
tives with such success that 
word of their healing magic 
preceded them into tribal 
fastnesses. 

In the course of her 
travels, Lady Richmond 
Brown fought, singlehanded, 
a 25-foot alligator and killed 
it though the beast had torn 
the flesh on her hands to 
shreds. Another time, she 
did the same to a huge 
crocodile that all but 
snapped her head off. 

Once she pitched in an@é 
helped recapture an 18-foot 
boa constrictor that escaped 
from its cage at a London 
railroad station. She and 
her fellow-explorer had 
brought it back home with 
them. 

Members of her party 
nicknamed her the “Hard- 
boiled Powder Puff” be- 
cause on one occasion when 
they had dragged them- 
selves to civilization after 
an exhausting and perilous 
trek, the first thing she 
asked for was a powder 
puff to take the shine off 
her nose. 

Though she resembled the 
mythical goddess Diana in 
her love of the hunt, Lady 
Richmond Brown, her hus- 
band charged, lacked ‘anoth- 
er quality for which Diana 

fas esteemed in the ancient 
world. She was not, he 
complained, above suspicion. 
In 1930 he named Mitchell- 
Hedges as co-respondent in 
a successful divorce action. 

After the marriage was 
dissolved, Lady Richmond 
Brown seemed to have 
enough of adventures in far 
places. Instead, she settled 
down in rural England and 
wrote books about them.

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BREAD LIKE MOTHER USED TO MAKE 
By MRS. MATT CLARK 


Y HUSBAND likes simple 
ideas as to how it should be 
he has bemoaned the fact that home made

seemed to be a forgotten art. 
Last summer, while visiting friends, our hostess served 


home made bread. 
he asked for the recipe, 
and upon our return tried it 
himself. Much to his sur- 
prise, it was a most success- 
ful venture, as the loaves 
were brown and crisp and 
tasted exactly like the bread 
that ‘“‘mother used to make.” 
We all agreed with him that 
there is no aroma to com- 
pare with that of hot bread 
fresh from the oven. Baking 
bread is now a weekly ritual 
in our home, and I am sure 
that this simple recipe will 
take many a gourmet back 
to the home of his child- 
hood. The following recipe 
makes two medium-sized 
loaves. 

Put one cake of yeast to 
soak in % cup lukewarm 
water. Then mix together 
and let cool the following 
ingredients: 

2 cups boiling water 

2 tbsps. lard 

2 tbsps. sugar 
1% tsps. salt 


When this mixture is cool, 
add the. yeast and 5% cups 
flour and knead. Put in large 
greased bowl and allow to 
stand covered and out of a 
draft in a warm place until 
it has raised double in bulk 
(about 1% hours). Remove 
dough from bowl and knead 
on floured board until 
Cut in 
two, form into smooth 
loaves with the hands and 
place in well-greased pans.

Place bread 
on a wire rack out of drafts, 
cover with a fresh tea towel 
and let loaves cool for two 
hours before putting them 
away.

N YOUR vociferous let- 

ters, teen-agers, there's 
one gripe that crops out 
regularly—-the lack of recre- 
ational facilities. As one 
Brooklynite, Mollie G. Lam.- 
bert, puts it: 

“...No real facilities are 
provided solely for our use. 
Usually we get the use of 
dance halls and gyms only 
after the older groups have 
found that they do not need 
them for their own use. 

“Special sports activities 
such as bowling are frowned 
upon by my own and my 
friends’ parents because 
liquor is served on the 
premises or the fact that 
billiard tables are also 
housed in the same building. 
Roller and ice-skating would 
be fun, but prices are much 
too high today for an aver- 
age teen-ager'’s allowance. 

“I also find that many 
functions in which family 
participation used to be 
gvreat fun are no longer a 
joy because my parents 
have passed the age when 
they care for family outings 
... They do not see that we 
have been hampered by 
their stay-at-home attitude. 
All they say is that they are 
tired and can’t find the 
time.” 

Mollie goes on to say that 
if recreational facilities 
were decently run and su- 
pervised, her parents would 
allow her to go to these 
places. But as things are she 
is completely cut off—and 
she thinks her case is typi- 
cal of teen-age life in other 
cities. Her solution is for 
parents and teen-agers to co- 
operate in getting better 
community amusement 


a 


places for the young set. 

Another letter on jthe 
same subject comes from 
Mary Jane Carl, who goes 
to Lasell Junior College in 
Auburndale, Mass. Mary 
Jane, you may remember, 
wrote our recent article on 
teen-age talk. Now our 
Tempest has touched off 
plenty of discussion among 
her dorm-mates. She writes: 

“I have discussed can- 
teens with girls from vari- 
ous towns and _ cities 
throughout the East. Some 
of their canteens have met 
with outstanding support 
from both parent and child; 
yet in other places the teen- 
age clubs fell flat in a 
month or week. Why? 
Some lacked organization 
and planned programs. ‘The 
clubs should be held togeth- 
er by constructive and edu- 
cational activities. For ex- 
ample—handicraft classes, 
sports, novelty parties and 
dances. A club with just 
dancing and eats doesn’t 
hold interest...” 

Mary Jane thinks that 
parents who are interested 
in their youngster’s welfare 
and safety would do well to 
take a day off from bridge 
or golf and donate it to 
building up a teen-age club 
in their community. 

“The average teen-ager is 
glad to see parents take an 
interest in his social life,” 
she thinks.
